LATIN AMERICA UNANIMOUS

Senator Harrison's Insistence 
Reveals the Number of Protests 
to State Department.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Protests 
from thirty-eight nations against the 
proposed high rates in the new tariff 
bill have been placed before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance. They 
were filed with the State Depart- 
ment, which transmitted them to the 
committee. 

The protests have been piling up 
for several weeks and more are ex- 
pected before the final draft of the 
bill as it will be reported to the 
Senate is completed. 

Among the nations from which ob- 
jections to various rates now repose 
in the files of the Finance Commit- 
tee are Great Eritain, France, Bel- 
gium, Italy, Austria, Spain, Switzer- 
land, Denmark, Norway, Sweden, 
the Netherlands and practically all 
the countries of Latin America. 

The fact that so great a number of 
protests by foreign nations had been 
filed did not become known until 
after an inquiry by Senator Harri- 
son of Mississippi, when the total to 
date was announced. When Senator 
Harrison first inquired he was told 
that there were about ‘‘a dozen.’’ He 
asked for a check, and the correct 
number was then disclosed. 

Smoot To Permit Examination 

In the meantime Senator Smoot, 
ehairman of the Finance Committee, 
who had been asked to permit the 
publication of the protests, issued a 
brief statement in which he said that 
“if any member of Congress or rep- 
resentative of the press in the coun 
try wants to examine them, that 
privilege will be accorded them to- 
morrow. 

“As chairman of the Senate Fi- 
mance Committee,’’ said Senator 
Smoot, “I requested the Secretary 
of State to forward to the committee 


' all protests of foreign countries to 


the pending tariff bill. Requests 
have been made to make them pub- 
lic. They are similar in substance to 
former protests. Representatives of 


' foreign countries make public their 


grievances because Congress intends 
to impose a tariff against imports 
from these countries. 

“Tf any Senator, member of Con- 
gress or representative of the press 
of the country desires to examine 
the protests, they are at liberty to 
call at my office and the privilege 
will be granted them.”’ 


Many Commodities Mentioned. 


Australia’s complaint relates large- 
ly to‘the wool duties, Denmark’s to 
hides, skins, natural flint, and so 
on; Belgium’s to glass, cement 
bricks, leathers and chemicals, and 
Great Britain’s to wool and glue. 
That of France is on the general 
tariff situation and the balance of 
trade. 

Austria’s protest was like that of 
France. Italy’s objections applied to 
the commodities exported from that 
country to the United States; the 
Netherlands’ to diamonds, bulbs and 
strawboard; Spain’s to cork and 
peppers; Uruguay’s to meats; Swit- 
zerland’s to watches and embroid- 
eries; Persia’s to rugs, and Mex- 
ico’s to live stock and vegetables. 

The foregoing.are only a few of 
the commodities subject to protest. 

The Democrats of the Finance 
Committee take the position that the 
foreign phase of the tariff situation 
is assuming major importance, and 
that if the high rates proposed are 
enacted into law, a very great part 
of thé country’s trade abroad will 
be jeopardized. According to Sen- 
ator Harrison, never in the history 
of American tariff making has ‘‘for- 
eign resentment been so deep and 
go universal.”’

EMPIRE UNITY ENDORSED 





Snowden Says __Inter-Trade 
Problem Will Be Treated at Im- 
perial Conference Next Year.

LONDON, July 9.—By a vote of 
340 to 220 the Labor Government 
won tonight its first division in the 
House of Commons. The issue was 
protection and the debate was caused 
by a Conservative demand for a clear 
statement of the government’s fiscal 
policy, which meant an attack on 
the new Cabinet’s resolve to abolish 
safeguarding duties. The Liberals 
voted with the Labor party, which 
caused the big majority. 

However, Philip Snowden, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, speaking 
for the government, said it was 
sympathetic to the plan to promote a 
greater trade unity among the mem- 
bers of the empire and he revealed 
that plans were now under way for 
the treating of that problem during 
the Imperial Conference next. year. 

The Conservatives put up Leopold 
Stennett Amery, former Secretary o 
State for Dominion Affairs, for th 
attack on the government. His argu 
ment was that of ‘“‘the new impéri- 
alism.’’ which Lord Beaverbrook has 
been backing in his newspapers. 

America offered an example for the 
British Empire and Mr. Ame 
thought that the United States was 
the greatest free trade area in the 
world not only in the number of its 
population but also in its great con- 
suming power. Forty-eight States 
pool their markets in such a way 
that in any one of them an industry 
may bé started with a complete 
knowledge of the market in the other 
forty-seven. 

‘Is it not possible,” he asked, ‘‘to 
do something of the same sort in the 
British Empire?”’ 

What Mr.’ Amery advocated was 
free trade within the empire; with 


tariffs on supplies from sources out- 
side the empire. 
To End Safeguarding. 

Mr. Snowden, in reply, said the 
Labor party had made it perfectly 
plain during the election campaign 
that it was against protection and 
the results of the election meant 
that the country had voted against 
ddd sas That was why, he said, 
he government was fing to do away 
with safeguarding duties when the 
right time came. 

r. Snowden said that, no less than 
Mr. Amery, he wished to encourage 
a closer empire trade unity, but that 
the two pagties differed on the means. 
He cited that Canada had bought 
£178,000,000 (about $890,000,000) worth 
of goods from the United States last 
year and one-fifth of that amount 
from Britain. He doubted if anv 
tariff arrangement could turn that 
percentage around. 

Walter Runciman, for the Liberals,

learn about crime from criminals. 
The .murder of Frank Marlow and 
other recent gang killings found 
detectives without authentic infor- 
mation regarding the activities and 
associates of racketeers, the com- 
missioner said, declaring that he was 
determined to be prepared for the 
next one. 

Ths new bureau, ~ hich is to begin 
functioning today, will be composed 
at first of fifty recent graduates of 
the Police Academny. Most of them 
were chosen yesterday, and of the 
first batch, the commissioner said, 
twenty-five know two languages and 
one is a master of four. They will 
be under the command of a high 
officer of the department, who will 
remain anonymous. 

No one but the commanding officer 
of the bureau and Commissioner 
Whalen will know the identity of the 
secret service squad, wh the com- 
missioner said he had modeled from 
the best featurc- of the Army Intel- 
ligence Service, and the undercover 
bureaus of Scotland Yard and the 
United States Treasury Department. 
As soon as the identity of a mem- 
ber of the squad is disclosed,. Mr. 
Whalen said, he will be replaced. 

Will-Have No Shields. 

Members of the squad will have 
no shields or other means of identifi- 
cation. They will have no power to 
make arrests, nor will they ever 
take part in raids. They may even 
be arrested themselves if they play 
their réles as well as the commis- 
sioner expects they will. For the 
secret police are to associate with 
racketeers, fraternize with crooks, 
drug peddlers, gamblers and gun- 
men, and even attempt to win favor 
with the women friends to whom 
men of the underworld presumably 
tell all. 

In short Mr. Whalen’s young spies 
are to ‘‘go native on Broadway,” 
and if need be play at being crimi- 
nals pro tem, but always with their 
fingers crossed. 

The men must. report all that is 
poured into their ears by unsuspect- 
ing criminals but their reports will 
not be made openly. In fact, mem- 
bers of the squad never will appear 
at headquarters:or in any police sta- 
tion. Instead they will relay their 
information to the commanding of- 
ficer of their squad, who will ‘meet 


them at secret rendezvous. The re- 
ports will not be signed by name but 
by a code number. . 

All the information turned in will 
be card indexed and filed, so that it 
will be readily available whenever it 
is needed. So elaborate are the com- 
missioner’s plans for maintaining 
the secrecy of the new organization,

BRITISH SUBMARINE 
SINKS WITH 21 MEN 
IN TRISH SEA CRASH 


No Hope Is Held for the Crew 
of the Damaged Vessel Lying 
324 Feet Down. 








THREE ESCAPE IN COLLISION 





Three on Big Submarine L-12 
Lost in Impact, but Craft 
Is Not Badly Hurt. 





SALVAGE WORK IS RUSHED 


Battleship Rodney Is Headquarters 
for Diving Operations — Many 
Ships Surround Scene of Wreck.

LONDON, July 9.—More than 300 
feet beneath the surface of the Irish 
Sea, about twenty miles due west of 
the South Wales coast, the British 
submarine H-47 is-lying, her hull rent 
in a collision with a companion sub- 
marine, the L-12, and her steel com- 
partments a tomb for -twenty-one 
members of her crew. 

Only her commander, Lieutenant 
R. J. Gardner, Petty Officer James 
Hicks and one telegraphist, Sidney 
Cleburne, were able to escape from 
the conning tower as the vessel 
plunged beneath the surface shortly 
after 9 o’clock this morning. All hope 
for the rescue of the others has been 
abandoned. Two men were swept from 
the deck of the L-12 as the vessels 
came together on the surface and an- 
other member of the crew of-the L-12 
has since died of his injuries. 


Tells Commons of Disaster. 


The bare facts of the tragedy were 
disclosed to the House of Commons 
this afternoon by the First Lord of 
the Admiralty, Albert V. Alexander, 
who spoke for, the first time in. his 
new réle as the civil head of the 
British fleet. 

“Steps are being taken with all 
dispatch to locate the H-47,’’ he said, 
‘“‘but her salvage in such deep water, 
about 324 feet, is most improbable. 
The best diving apparatus available 
has been dispatched to the scene, 
I regret, however, that nd hope car 
be entertained of any of the re- 
mainder of the crew being alive.’’ 

A screen of warships was drawn 
tonight’ around the buoy marking 
the spot where the H-47 went to her 
doom, and none but Admiralty offi- 
cials may watch the progress of sal- 
vage, which is being pushed forward 
with feverish intensity. Every 
naval port around the English coast 
has dispatched all apparatus which 
might assist in locating the subma- 
rine or bringing her to the surface. 

H. M. S. Rodney, one of the two 
biggest warships afloat, is steaming 
at full speed from Tor Bay, Devon- 
shire, where it had been open to the 
inspection of holiday makers. Her 
officers were ashore playing cricket 
when the call came. The. Rodney 
will be used as headquarters of the 
diving squad when it arrives at the 
scene of the wreck. 


New Diving Suit on Way 


Rear Admiral H. E. Grace, com- 
manding British submarines, left 
Portsmouth on the destroyer Tilbury 
to take charge of operations. He took 
with him a new deep water diving 
apparatus in which, in a recent test 
in Scottish waters, an Admiralty 
diver descended 300 feet. 

The Admiralty is maintaining the 


closest secrecy about the disaster, 
but it is understood the H-47 was 
being used for training purposes in 
company with about twenty other 
submarines. It is assumed she was 
struck while on the surface, filled 
immediately and sank before any 
member of the crew, apart from the 
two in the conning tower, had a 
chance to leave. the vessel. 

The submarine L-12 was not en- 
dangered by the impact. No surface 
ships witnessed the accident and the 
first news of the disaster was sent 
by the L-12 by radio. The L-12 was 
able to reich’ Milford Haven under 
her own power.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, July 9.— 
The mystery which has been hang- 
ing over the Dornier Company’s 
newest airplane creation was lifted 
at last today when the press was 
permitted to see the great DX ma- 
chine this afternoon at the com- 
pany’s Swiss plant at. Altenheim. 
Although -some of the gigantic 
craft’s dimensions were already 
known, the first impression - the 
visitor gets when entering its vast 
hangar‘is amazement at its over- 
whelming size. But after climbing 
for an hour through the ship’s in- 
terior and through the labyrinth of 
gangways, docks, corridors, motor 
gondolas and wings astonishment 
grows and with it admiration for the 
tremendous work accomplished. 
The ship’s hull does “not ‘differ 
greatly from that of any ordinary 
sea vessel with:its deep keel ‘and 
“‘eyes’’ for anchors, and it appears 
plausible that the DX will easily 
cut the waves of what is called a 
sea of Force 3 or Force 4—of near- 
gale intensity. 4 

Despite its bulk, the ship’s body 
does. not look clumsy at all, -but. re- 
sembles that of a slender racing 
yacht. The spread of the wings is 
astounding, and towering thirteen 
feet above the hull’s bottom are six 
motor gondolas resembling conning 
towers. Even the tail, despite its 
weight, is graceful. 


Interior Finish Incomplete, 


Entering the ship through a corri- 
dor which cuts the middle or main 
deck, exclusively reserved for pas- 
sengers, into two parts of unequal 
size, one looks in vain for cabins 
such as are found on Zeppelins. 
While partitions already are visible 
where the frames of: sections have 
been fixed, they are as yet uncov- 
ered, the ceiling is missing and in- 
numerable electric wires, pipes and 
steel cables are visible. 

After test flights over the week-end 
the interior will finally be fixed ac- 
cording to specifications of the Luft- 
hansa, which will take the ship over. 

The smaller one of two rooms in 
front is brighter than the other, as 
it has more windows and apparently 
is intended to be a dining parlor and 
reading room. In front of this room 


and beneath it baggege. will be 
stored. 

On the other side of the corridor 
staterooms and berths will be in- 
stalled. Below this room are four 
huge tanks with a capacity of 3,000 
litres (nearly 800 gallons) of benzine 
each and two smaller ones of a ca- 
pacity of 2,000 litres, lyst the 
total amount of fuel to.

SET ENDURANCE MARK 


AND KEEP ON FLYING 


L.W. Mendell and R. B. Reinhart 





Over Culver City, Cal., Pass 
the 182d Hour in Air. 





PLAN INDEFINITE STAY UP 





They Drop Note Saying They 
Will Be in Air as Long as Motor 
Runs—Crowds Cheer Them. 





By The Associated Press. 

CULVER CITY, Cal., July 9.— 
L. W. Mendell and R. B. Reinhart, 
commercial aviators, set a new 
world’s endurance flight record here 
today with their single-motored bi- 
plane, Angeleno, and continued to 
pilot the ship with no indication of 
a landing. 

At 2:30:20 P. M. Pacific Coast 
time (6:30:20 P. M. New York time) 
they bettered by an hour the record 
of 174 hours 58 seconds established 
last -Saturday at Cleveland by Roy 
L. Mitchell and Byron K. Newcomb. 

Apparently not satisfied with ‘beat- 
ing the former record by. a mere 
hour, the plane was refueled and 
continued its flight with the men in 
excellent spirits and the plane ap- 
parently in good.condition. 

At 7:29:31 PB, M. (11:29:31 P.. M.’ 
New York time) ‘the fliers completed 
180 hours in the air and a few min- 
utes afterward took on 100 gallons of 
gasoline, an all-night supply of fuel. 
At 9:29:31 P. M. they completed 
their 182d hour of flight. 

When they took off the aviators 
planned to fly at least 200 hours or 
until they were forced down. 


Fliers Look Out on Crowds. 


When the record was beaten the 
men flew over the airport here and 
were cheered wildly. by. the crowds 
below. Mendel] stuck his head out 
and grinnéd through his whiskers 
and Reinhart came out on the fuse- 
lage and waved and shouted some- 
thing inaudible. 

For a few minutes Mendell took 
the ship over the field in a series 
of long dives and: spirals and exe- 
cuted several manoeuvres. He did 
not stunt the ship, however, for a 
heavy gasoline load would have made 
such an effort dangerous. 

Then to prove their spirit the fliers 
sent down a note which read: 

“We're going to stay up as long as 
the old motor hangs together. If it 
runs a month we’ll stay up a month. 
We both feel better than before we 
started. We’re going to show you a 
regular he-man record. We’re going 
to stick close to the field now, in 
case something happens. We told 
you when we went up we’d stay till 
the motor fell apart. We’re going to 
do it, cause we're a couple of tough 
hombres. Thanks to all of you. Pete 
and Loren.”’ 

At the start of the flight fog banks 
caused three misses in refueling 
which nearly caused the plane to 
crash, and only heroic efforts en- 
abled the pilots to obtain enough 
gasoline to remain aloft. Today the 
weather was foggy again, and the 
refueling was made over the ocean 
to escape bumpy weather. The 
plane has been refueled twenty-two 
times and has consumed ‘more than 
2,100 gallons of gasoline and forty- 
five galions of oil. It has flown ap- 
 sagenverenagycnd 13,000 miles in its near- 
y seven and a half days of flight. 

The Angeleno, in which the flight 
began at 7:29 A. M., July 2, is a 
four-passenger cabin model, and is 
powered by a 220-horse-power motor, 
which had 450 hours of flight before 
the present flight. 

Mendell and Reinhart drove their 
biplane past their 178th hour in the 
air at 9:30 P. M. (Eastern Daylight 
Saving Time). They dropped a note 
asking for seventy-five gallons of 
gasoline to be taken at once, and for 
an all-night Iced of 100 gallons to be 
taken’ two hours later. 

Mendell, chief pilot of the flight, 
held''a rank of leutenant in the 
American balloon corps during the 
World War, but did not turn to air- 
plane flying until 1921. 

Reinhart was a “gob” in the navy 
during the war, but learned to fly 
after the war in Vancouver, B. C.

ROME FLIBRS LAND AT SANTANDER, SPAIN 
PUBL GONE AFTER FIGHTING HEAD WINDS 
ON 343-HOUR HOP IN FOG; WILL GO ON TODAY 


NOT SIGHTED TILL LANDING 


Williams and Yancey Saw 
No Ships Throughout ~ 
Transatlantic Trip. 


UP 12,000 FEET IN STORM 





In 3,400-Mile Flight, They Went 
Over Comillas and Bettered 
Feat of Yellow Bird. 


SPANISH CITY FETES PAIR 


Americans Guests at Midnight 
.Dinner While Pathfinder Is 
Refueled for Early Start. 


Special Cable to THs New YorK Ties. 

SANTANDER, Spain, July 9.—For 
the second time this Summer the At- 
lantic has been spanned in one wide 
sweep through the air. 

The determination of Roger Q. 
Williams and Captain Lewis A. Yan- 
cey to succeed despite all the set- 
backs they encountered has been re- 
warded. 

At 9:27 P. M. (4:27 P. M., New 
York time) today they landed at the 
Albericia Aerodrome, about = four 
miles outside Santander, and only a 
short distance from Comillas, where 
Armeno Lotti Jr. and companions .in 
the French Yellow Bird came, down, 
last month. All the way from Old. 
Orchard, Me., the Pathfinder fol-. 
lowed almost exactly the same route. 
as that.taken by Lotti’s craft. _ 

Shortage of gasoline,compelled the, 
airmen to come down here after a 
flight. of thirty-one and one-half 
hours, although they said they 
thought théy had taken fuel for 
more than forty hours. 

Fiew High Above Mist. 

‘The running out of; fuel was due 
in large part, Williams. said, to the 
height at which they were forced to 
fly by, the thick mist which covered 
the sea most of the way. 

“Our flight,’” he said, ‘“‘was much 
like -Lotti’s in. that. we .had to climb 
to 12,000 feet to get out of the fog, 
and we never saw the sea, except for 
a.bare two hours, during the whole 
time. 

‘“‘We were fortunate, however, in 
having the wind with us a large part 
of the time, and the weather was 
not anywhere bad. 

“It was a fine trip, with the motor 
running. perfectly all the way and 
the plane riding smooth and_.steady.”’ 

The two airmen:expect to take off 
for Rome as soon after dawn as pos- 
sible and reach their destination 
tomorrow afternoon. 

When they swooped down out of 
the air after their 3,400 mile flight, 
the Americans were surrounded by 
the people of the village and 
soldiers from a nearby garrison, who 
acclaimed them and covered them 
with flowers: It was nearly dark 
but from villages all along the coast 
and from Santander people began, 
as soon as news that another plane 
had arrived, to flock toward the 
place where it had. come down. 

Officials from Santander hurried 
out to. meet the Americans and in- 
vited them to dine and spend the 
night at the Maritime Club of 
Santander. 


Greeted by Governor. 


The fliers’ first concern was for 
their gallant plane, which was saféely 
guarded for the night before the 
crowd managed to gather. 

The civil governor of Santander 
war among the first to greet them, 
and everything is being done in their 
honor and for their comfort. 

‘We are sorry we have, not been 
able to make Rome in one jump,” 
Yancey said, “‘but this is a good 
place to get to, anyhow. 

The Pathfinder is being refuelled 
tonight with a sufficient load tomake 
the flight to Rome. Williams and 
Yancey intend to fly along the Span- 
ish-French coast as far as Bayonne 
and then strike directly across France 
and the Mediterranean. 

“We did not. find the trip long,” 
Williams asserted. ‘‘What was long 
was the waiting we have done at Old 
Orchard. It was a relief to get in 
the air at last and get off without 
accident. 

‘‘We could have carried more fuel, 
for the way the plane rose showed we 
were in no way over-weighted. 

“It was only when we thought we 
must be over the coast of Europe, 
either northeast Spain or south- 
wést France, for Yancey was dead 
right in his steering the whole way, 
that we came down to (have a look. 

“That was why we never sighted 
any ships along the road, and they 
never sighted us. 
plete comfidk 
that we would reach Europe, 
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only question in our minds was 
whether we would have enough 
gasoline to keep on through the 
night and reach Rome.’’ 

Their flight from Old Orchard 
with their crew of two lasted two 
hours longer than that of Lotti and 
his companions with their stowaway. 

When the airmen passed over Co- 
millas, where . Lotti landed, they 
were flying at about 900 feet, From. 
there they followed thé coast rail- 
road. At Albericia they signaled that 
they were coming down and every- 
thing was ready for them. 


Sought Only to Beat French, 

SANTANDER, Spain, Wednesday, 
July 10 (.—All that Roger Williams 
and Captain Lewis Vancey wanted to 
do when they realized that head 
winds would prevent them from 
making their non-stop flight to Rome 
was to fly further than their French 
comrades of the Yellow Bird. 


‘\ It was Pathfinder against Yellow 


Bird for the long-distance record to 
Europe from Old Orchard, Me., the 
American aviators told their hosts at 
an impromptu banquet of the “Mari- 
timo Club, which continued into the 
small hours this morning, despite the 
fatigue of Williams and Yancey. 

They said they realized the adverse 
conditions which faced them soon 
after starting, and feeling that it 
would be impossible to reach Rome, 
they decided that they would try 
‘solely to break the distance mark 
of the Yellow Bird. 

When their hosts told them they 
had gone further than the French- 
men, the Americans immediately set 
up a volley of cheers. 

For a time during the banquet Wil- 
liams seemed fatigued and suffered 
strong pains in his stomach because 
of continued abstinence from: heavy 
eating. A physician gave him some 
medicine, 


May Be Off at 4 A. M. Here. 


The aviators said they hoped to be 
able to start again for Rome at 9 


A. M. (4 A. M. New York time). If 
this proved impracticable they would 
start at 3 P. M. (10 A. M. New York 
time). 

Asked how they chose the Al- 
bericia landing field, the aviators 
said they had a map of the route 
of their flight and that the field 
was marked as suitable for safe 
landing; therefore they had no 
hesitancy in chosing it, although it 
was unfamiliar ground. 

“In general, our navigation was 
satisfactory,’’ Williams said. ‘‘At 
midnight (Monday) we were sur- 
prised by a storm, but we rode out 
of it by climbing to 12,000 feet.”’ 

Asked if he brought along any 
stowaways, Williams replied: 

“In airplanes there are no stowa- 
ways, but there are passengers dis- 
guised as stowaways.”’ 

Williams and Yancey constantly re- 
peated that, now they were safely 
across the Atlantic, it all seemed 
easy to them and without great im- 
portance. 


Slight Mishap to Landing Gear. 


“We first sighted the Spanish 
coast about 11:30 New York Time. 
We were flying about fifty feet 
above the land, and we quickly 
found our bearings. 

“Our chief difficulty seemed to lie 


in finding a favorable landing site 
and still be certain that we*had sur- 
passed the Yellow Bird’s mark. 

“Gasoline wag, scarce and night 
was coming on, and. (pacts. the 
three-quarters of a palfon com- 
bustible was left in the reserve tank. 
We began to.fly over afield, which 
seemed to us to be suitable for land- 
ing purposes and soon we saw a 
huge bonfire, which gave us suffi- 
cient light for coming down. 

‘‘The landing gear suffered a slight 
mishap when we touched the earth, 
but it is of slight. importance and 
will not prevent us continuing our 
flight.’’ : 

The fliers went to the City Hall 
about 1:30 A. M., where a big crowd 
of Spaniards gave them an ovation. 


Showed Little Fatigue on Landing. 


The fliers did not seem fatigued 
when, soon after their arrival last 
night, The Associated Press corre- 
Sspondent found ‘them drinking a 
glass of whisky with Governor Gen- 
eral Saliquet. 


During their flight since they left 
Old Orchard at 7:48 A. M. (Eastern 
Standard Time, or 8:48 New York 
Time) Monday they had to weather 
one storm and flew above heavy fogs 
which veiled the sea from them 
nearly all the time. 

The 440 gallons of gasoline with 
which they started were completely 
exhausted by the unforeseen strug- 
gle against head winds. 

“‘We flew 81% hours, encountering 
low fogs, which cut us off from the 
signt of the sea. For only two 


hours were we free of the fog and| 


able to see the ocean,’’ they said. 

““‘We didn’t sight any ships. Near 
Cape Ortegal we saw land for the 
first time and were very glad, but 
we continued the flight, wishing to 
go as far as our gasoline would take 
us. 

‘‘Having drained our supply, we 
tried a landing which we nade suc- 
cessfully at 9:30 P. M. We flew 
about 3,400 miles.’”’ 

Williams and Yancey at first asked 
for nothing more than gasoline to 


once. 


fueling quickly, the fliers soon de- 


cided to spend the night here and | 


take off early in the morning. Span- 
ish authorities hunted for special 
gasoline for the Pathfinder. 

The Civil Governor gave an ad- 
dress of welcome to the fliers and 
congratulated them upon their feat, 
pointing out that it was the second 
plane to come from the United States 
within a month in a transatlantic 
flight and land in the Province of 
Santander. 

The Governor hoped that the re- 
mainder of their trip would termi- 
nate just as successfully. 

Captain Yancey replied that he 
‘was extremely pleased to be able to 
see Spain and that he was grateful 
for the attention and courtesy al- 
ready shown him since he landed. 
He said he would not forget the hos- 
pitality that he had received. 

‘‘We hope that a Spanish airplane 
will make a direct flight to New 
York so that not only the American 
peorte, but their aviators also will 

able to return some of the hospi- 
tality shown us.’’ 

They said that during the flight 
they ate only four bars of chocolate 
and drank coffee out of a thermos 
bottle. They were greatly pleased 
with the hospitality shown them at 
their ——~ * 

The Pathfinder did not exactly live 
up to its name, for it landed only 
twenty miles beyond the beach where 
the Yellow Bird of Assollant, Lefevre 
and Lotti came down on June 14, and 
followed rongny the, same. course. 
The Yellow Bird, which was a yery 
fast monoplane, made the trip from 
Old Orchard in about thirty hours, 
also being forced down by a shortage 
of gasoline after fighting storms and 
head winds.

FLEW NEARLY ON SCHEDULE. 


Williams and Yancey Estimated 
Time They Would Sight Europe. 


Just before they ‘took off in their 
Wright-motored Bellanca plane from 
the sand at Old Orchard Beach Mon- 
day morning, Williams and Yancey 
said they expected to sight land on 
the other side of the ocean at 3 
P. M. (New York time) vesterday. 
The time of their landing at San- 


tander showed that they were only 
slightly behind schedule in flying the 
3,4 miles toward their final goal 
at Rome when they ran short of 
fuel. Their figures turned out to be 
accurate in every respect except that 
of gasoline consumption, on which 
they. had cut their estimate and left 
100 gallons behind at the last min- 
ute with the announcement that 
they would have a twenty-six mile 
tail wind over a great part of their 
route. 

The American fliers completed the 
seventh crossing of the North At- 
lantic by an American plane with 
an American motor when _ they 
dropped down on the beach at =an- 
tander after thirty-one hours and 
forty-two minutes in the air. 

Their plane, Pathfinder, is a later 
model of the veteran Columbia, 
which carried Clarence D. Chamber- 
lin from Roosevelt Field, L. I., to 
Eisleben, Germany, 3,911 miles air- 
line distance, in June, 1927. It is the 
second .Bellanca to complete the 
crossing and gives the designer a 
perfect average in building transat- 
lantic planes. It is powered with a 
Wright Whirlwind J-5 engine and 
the flight establishes a record for 
that type motor. 

Not counting the NC-4 flight via 
the Azores, six of the seven American | 
planes to succeed in flying the Atlan- | 
tic have been powered with motors of | 
the same type. The long record be-| 
gan with the flight of Lindbergh end 
was followed by those of Chamberlin. |

He said that he was much gratified 
to learn of the safety of the fliers 
and: that the flight showed proof of 
their stamina and ability in their re- 
spective fields. He added that he 
felt a sense of responsibility for them 
as the designer of their plane and | 
that the news of the landing relieved 
a tension caused by his anxiety for 
their safety. 

Charles H. Colvin, president of the 
Pioneer Instrument Company, mak- 
ers of the navigating instruments 
used by Captain Yancey, sent the fol- 
lowing cable last night as soon as he 
heard of the landing: 

- ‘Congratulations on your splendid 
flight. It is another tribute to Ameri- 
ean fifers and American aviation.”

GLENDALE, Cal., July 9 UP).—The 
first airplane carrying passengers | 
from New York City via the trans-! 
continental air transport air-rail ser- | 
vice arrived on the Pacific Coast at 
5:40 P. M. today in a plane piloted 
by Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh. 
Colonel Lindbergh, who was accom- 
panied by his wife, landed the plane 
at the Grand Central Air Terminal 
after piloting it from Winslow, Ariz.,

Padlock decrees against fifty-three 
New Jersey establishments, including 
several popular cabarets in Atlantic 
City and Hoboken, were issued in 
Newark yesterday by Federal Judges 
William N. Runyon and Guy L. 
Fake. The fifty-three padlock de- 
crees, all for liquor violations, were 
forthcoming after only sixteen min- 
utes of court. proceedings. | 

Sixty-three cases were presented by 
Federal authorities in which padlock, 
decrees were asked and forty-five 
establishments named were ordered 
padlocked. Twenty-three cases were 
presented by Prosecutor John Drewen 
of Hudson County and decrees were 
issued in eight. of them. Mr. Drewen 
is the only prosecutor in New Jersey 
who has gone to Federal court to 
ask padlocks and this is the third 
consecutive hearing of this kind at 
which he has presented. padlock 
cases.

PAPER BOMBS ON CITIES 


Air Raiders in Army's Sham War | 
to Cast Sheets With ‘Propaganda’ 


on Defenseless Towns.

CAMP DIX, N. J., July 9.—Printed 
material will take the place of bombs 
in the air raids to be-made or East- 
ern cities as a part of the sham war 
which is just getting under way here. 
The ‘‘newspapers’’ which will te 
dropped over the area occupied by 
the Blue, or defending, army, by the 
Red invaders, will resemble the prop- 
aganda dropped by military airmen 
in the latter part of the World War. 

The ‘‘newspapers’’ will be printed 
and distributed by the Red army and 
will contain matter asserting that the 
Blue army is on the verge of defeat, 
that its soldiers are exhausted and 
deficient in ammunition and that 
sufficient supplies to carry on the 
‘“‘war’’ are lacking. 

Just where these literary bombs are 
to be dropped has not been an- 
nounced, but it was said that in the 
projected ‘‘raids’’ on New York from 
the Red headquarters at Atlantic 
City the ‘‘enemy”’ planes would carry 
this type of ‘‘bomb.’’ 

In the meantime the mobilization 
of troops and minor ‘‘clashes’’ con- 
tinued to take place aiong the battle 
lines in New Jersey. Company after 
company of troops marched from 
Hightstown, through Windsor, Pages 
Corner and Allentown to Walnford, 
but since they existed only in the 
imagination of military strategists 
here they occasioned no traffic jams. 
Troops also marched along the iine 
from Dutch Neck through Robbins- 
ville to Ellisdale: 

In contrast to the imaginary ma- 
noeuvres of the infantry, signal 
corps units here were establishing 
actual war-time communications sys- 
tems, with field telephone and tele- 
graph equipment and radio and mo- 
torcycle messenger service.

’Untin’ Bowler swooped down out of | 
a cloudy sky and landed in an ice-| 


; strewn tickle here at 7:10 A. M., | 


New York daylight saving time, t--| 
day, with a worn and hungry crew. 
We have spent two nights and a day 


on the lonely rockbound coast of Un-| 
gava Bay, forty miles south of Port 
— waiting for a dense fog to 

Since the Bowler left Remi Lake, 
Ont., six days ago, a thick, milky 
fog sweeping down from the Arctic 
icefields, has formed an impregnable 
barrier to its progress. . 

The flight of the Bowler to Ber- 
lin is being made as a survey of a} 
possible commercial route and not'| 
as a death-defying spectacle, and 
therefore we have awaited the fog | 
taking advantage of each brief clear- | 
ing to push on further north. | 

When the sun broke through the| 





{mist this morning, we made a dash; 
| 


for our objective. : | 
An hour after the arrival of the 
Bowler the skies cleared’and the sun} 
shone brightly. We expect to be off | 
tomorrow for Mount Evans, Green- | 
land, 700 miles northeast of here, on| 
the second leg of the flight to Berlin. 
-Today Eskimos are ferrying fuel 
drums from the harbor two miles 
around Rocky Hills to the fjord 
where the plane is being refueled. 


Fog Thwarts Flight. 


The story of the lonely vigil of the | 
last two days goes back to the flight | 
of the Bowler up frgm the Hudson | 
Bay station on Great Whale River. 


We were marooned there for two 
days by the same fog that held the 
plane to the ground in Ungava Bay. 

Although mists still biew in from 
the bay, the eastern skies were fair- 
ly clear, and Bob Gast and Shorty 
Cramer decided to make a run for 
it. pig | up the wide river only a 
few feet from the water, the Bowler 
left the fog fifty miles inland and 
struck across the unexplored wilder- 
ness of Canada, following a course 
of lakes and rivers. 

A little more than four hours after 
leaving Hudson Bay, the Bowler 
sailed into Ungava Bay, crossed a 
field of icebergs and headed toward 
Port Burwell along the jagged east- 
ern coast. The trouble started fifty 
miles south of here. Gray clouds 
appeared ahead and a moment later 
a southwest wind drove the steam 
off the ice beneath the plane. Gast 
swung around immediately and 
started back toward Chimo, a Hud- 
son’s Bay post, on the . Koksoak 
River, which we had passed 100 miles 
south, but, reluctant to lose ground, 
we came down to 300 feet, sighted an 
isle off the, bay where a narrow 
channel kept out the bigger ice and 
left a clear landing place. 


Nights Are Sleepless. 


There the Bowler alighted among 
scattered ice. We tossed out the 
anchor to wait an hour, as we 
thought at the time, for the skies to 


clear. That was Sunday afternoon. 
There was no sleep that night or the 
night following. , 

Great. chunks of melting snow 
broke from the crevices of the rocks 
avd plunged into the water. At first 
we thought it the distant rumble of 
thunder. 

To add reality to the picture three 
Eskimos hunting seals on the north- 
ern shore of the bay sighted the 
Bowler riding at anchor and scram- 
bled through the ice in their kayaks, 
defying all the laws of equilibrium. 
The three brown men, with walrus- | 
like mustaches, came and_ stood 
thunderstruck before the big kayak 
with the wings. There ensued a con- 
versation in which Shorty Cramer 
employed a half dozen Eskimo words 
to learn the direction and distance 
from Port Burwell, on Cape Chidley. 

‘‘Kidley ugh,’’ the trio replied, mo- 
tioning to the northwest. Cramer 
wrote a message to the Northwest 
Mounted Police at Port Burwell, stat- 
ing that we were down, waiting for 
the fog to clear, 40 miles south of | 
Port Burwell, that the plane and} 
crew were safe, but might be ma-,| 
rooned for several days, and if pos- | 
sible to reach us by motor boat. | 

We gave the Eskimos the note and | 
a twenty-dollar bill. Eskimos are, 
known to travel ten miles an hour in| 
their kayaks, but the note had not | 
reached here when we arrived this | 
morning. 

Unable to Send Radio. 

It was impossible to radio the 
whereabouts of the ship. Our trans- 
mission over the Bowler’s radio re- 
quires that the left motor be kept 
running to charge the batteries, the 
whirling propeller would have dashed 
the boat on the rocks. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock the next 
morning the fog lifted considerably.., 
We were off in ten minutes, taking 
advantage of the break and flying 
500 feet through the wide ice fields 
packed in the shore along Ungava 
Bay. The Bowler ducked under the 
clouds and proceeded northward. 

We were in the air only thirty min- 
utes when the thick fog closed in 
about us again. Gast turned about 
and landed in the first protected 
water. 

The second haven from the storm 
‘was no more hospitable than the first. 

All day and into the night the fog 
ung over the island, covering the 
mainland a half mile away. ter 1 
o’clock, Eastern Stan Time, at

‘‘Not a chance in the world of find- 
ing Burwell in that mess,” Gast 
shouted back into the cabin. 

We landed in a fjord a moment 
later. The fog bore down again. 
This was to be the last of the worst 
fog on the records of the meteoro- 
logical station at Port Burwell. At 4 
o’clock a warm sun climber info the 
bay and a northwest wind started the 
tog southward.

-wo months of rest at Southampton. 


In a statement prepared for the'| 


ress, Dr. Butler expressed optimism 
over conditions in Europe and said 
the only danger of war on the hori- 
:on was in the Balkan States.

LEHMAN AND LARSON TALK 





Hail Advance in New York-Jersey 
Relations—Knights Asks Union of 
Port Authority and Commission. 





First over-water contact between 
Manhattan and New Jersey was es- 
tablished yesterday when the first 
cable of the Hudson River Bridge, 
under construction by the Port 
Authority of New York, was 
stretched between the giant steel 
towers on either side of the river. 
The contact was made six months 
ahead of schedule. 

The 3,500-foot steel band is the first 
of forty wire ropes, all temporary, 
that are to support the footbridge 
from which workmen will fashion 
the four 36-inch cables from which 
the span, the greatest of its kind. 
will be suspended. Construction on 
the bridge was begun in May, 1927, 
and it will be opened to traffic early 
in 1932. 

Yesterday’s event was marked by 
a ceremony on board the steamer 
Peter Stuyvesant attended by high 
officials and dignitaries of New York 
and New Jersey and 1.500 guests 
from ‘the two States. The steamer 
was anchored in midstream between 
West 179th Street and Fort Lee, 


N. J., the two points to be linked by 
the new bridge. 


Lehman Heads New York Group. 


Heading the New York contingent, 
| Picked up by the Peter Stuyvesant 
| at the Forty-second Street pier of the 
| Hudson River Day Line, was Lieut. 

The New Jersey delega- 
tion, which boarded the steamer at 
the Exchange Place terminal of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, was headed 
by Governor Larson.

Gov- 
ernor Larson welcomed the day as 
marking another step in advance in 
the cooperation of the two States 
which, he said, ‘‘should never have 
been separated’’ had it not been for 
the dividing line of the Hudson.

Larson Is First Speaker.

The cable. lay sunk in the river 
during the night, fastened to haw- 
sers slung over the tops of the 635- 
foot towers on the New York and 
New Jersey sides. Hoisting tackle 
was in place. 

At a signal from the steamer, soon 
after completion of.the speaking pro- 
gram, the hoisting lines lifted the 
cable from the ground and the river 
bed. -The wire rope emerged grad- 
ually from the water until it broke 
clear near midstream and hung in a 
sweeping. curve between the towers. 
The noisting was continued to the 
tops of the towers, where the cable 
phos lifted into the supporting sad- 

es. 

The bridge will provide direct ac- 
cess from Northern New Jersey and 
the parts of New York west of the 
Hudson to this city, and in conjunc- 
tion with the Washington Bridge 
across the Harlem River. and the pro- 
posed triborough bridge across the 
East River it will establish a high- 


way connection between Long Island | 


and New Jersey. 

To finance the bridge the Port Au- 
thority authorized an issue of $60,- 
000,000 bonds to cover the construc- 
tion cost. Of this amount, $20,000,- 
000 were sold in 1926, and the two 
States placed $10,000,000 at the dis- 
posal of the Port Authority. Other 
bonds will be sold as the work pro- 
gresses. 

The bridge is being built in two 
stages. The upper deck with the 
central four-lane roadway and two 
promenades will be constructed in 
the first stage.

He Suggests Paying Cash in Talk 
at International Meeting of the 
Clubs in Michigan.

MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich., Juiy 9. 
—‘‘Big business’? women of the type 
now gathered at Mackinac Island 
have marked off sex appeal as an 
asset in the commercial world, in 
the opinion of Louis E. Van Nor- 
man, chief business specialist of the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce, who addressed 2,000 of them 
tonight at the tenth national and the 
first international convention of the 
Federation of Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Clubs. His subject 
was: ‘‘A Man’s Point of View in a 
Business Woman’s World.’’ 

Discussing the revelations of a spe- 
cial survey conducted by the Federal 
Department of Commerce to deter- 
mine the effect of sex on salesman- 
ship, this expert asserted that it had 
little or no value, at least in the 
mind of a male purchaser. 

For instance, he stated, question- 


naires returned in the survey re- 
vealed that when men purchase arti- 
cles for their own use or comfort, 
they prefer not to do so from a 
feminine sales pcg except when 
they intend to buy for women, and 
then want the advice of a woman 
behind the counter. 

“In the business world,” said Mr. 
Van Norman, ‘‘we men prefer not to 
see women using their employment 
as a waiting period for the arrival 
of a Prince Charming. He may not 
come, and if he does, and if he is a 
agai he may not be charming, or 

e may run away with another wo- 
man, or he may die. Sa, if women 
would only go into business forgetful 
of the fact that Prince Charming 
may be around the corner, the world 
would be better off. 


Asks Aid in Distribution. 


“But, while we discourage the util- 
ization of sex appeal in the business 
world, we deplore just as much the 
reverse tactics. We would like wo- 


men to remember that the head of 
the line in the postoffice or the best 
seat in the trolley car is not always 
reserved for them, and we resent 
strong-arm methods to secure them. 

‘“‘Your organization can help to put 
the coming business girl into the 

roper sphere. For a long time the 

oy has been sent to the ‘bump- 
logist,’ if I may coin the word, and 

o various experts to be analyzed 
as to his special aptitude. Your or- 
ganization can help to do the same 
thing with girls. 

“The trouble with America is in 
faulty distribution. No nation can 
give us any pointers on production, 
but something is wrong with distri- 
bution. And since women spend 
practically- 85 per cent of the world’s 
money in the home consumption mar- 
ket, they can have a tremendous in- 
fluence in lessening waste in the 
credit system, in the purely distribu- 
tive processes and in slow stocks 
and worthless styles. 

“They can even go to market them- 
selves, carry their purchases home 
and not charge them. They must 
remember that a part of the cost of 
charging falls upon the fellow who 
pays cash.”’

BRITAIN TO CONSIDER 
SLOWING UP ON NAVY 


MacDonald Favors Halting Build- 
ing Program and Cabinet Will 
Discuss It Today.

LONDON, July 9.—It is under- 
stood that at a meeting tomorrow 
the British Cabinet will discuss a 
proposal to slow down on current 
naval construction and postpone the 
authorized ‘construction, pending 
naval limitation negotiations with the 
United States and other sea powers. 

Some members of the government, 
including Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald, are said to be in favor of this 
move, even at the risk of causing cer- 
tain unemployment. 

However, it is believed some other 
members of the government doubt 
the strategic value of such a move 
unless it is taken by both Britain 
and the United States at the same 
time. Those who see it this way ad- 
vis that if Britain were to slow up 
construction now it would make an 
agreement with America more diffi- 
cult, rather than easier. These offi- 
,cials feel that if America regarded 
her new building program as in real- 
ity a step toward anew and success- 
ful conference on cruisers America 
would, perhaps, be more impressed 
by Britain’s keeping up her program 
rather than by checking it. 

It is argued that should America 
show a disposition to hold up work 
of the five cruisers now under con- 
struction Britain could easily agree 
to do likewise. 

It is said, however, that Premier 
MacDonald does not take this view, 
and he would make a gesture of 
unilateral action in holding up the 
British construction program. 

At any rate, the Cabinet is due to 
discuss the issue tomorrow, and if 
any agreement is reached there may 
be a-statement iu the House of Com- 
mons tomorrow evening in reply to a 
question put by Lesie Hore-Balisha. 

It is known Premier MacDonald is 
deeply anxious for developments in 
the naval limitation conversations, 
which to some of his critics appear 
to be moving slowly, and it is entire- 
ly possible he may be able to swing 
the Cabinet over to the proposal to 
suspend naval construction pending 
the outcome of the pourparlers with 
Ambasscdor Dawes. 


TUNNEY ARRIVES IN RAGUSA. 


In Ancient Dalmatian City Which 
Once Rivaled Venice.

Pilot’s Room Well Lighted. 


Frem the corridor leads a small 
ladder to the upper deck which is 


reserved for the crew. The pilot’s 
room, which is in the front and the 
brightest room on the ship, owing to 
the large number of windows which 
are arranged in a semi-circle, con- 
trains, greatly with other pilots’ 
cabins. 

Outside of two chairs and two gas 
switches at each side, there are only 
three or four instruments ‘including 
a compass, a balance avparatus for 
foggy weather and a sign board for 
the commander’s signals. 

With one switch e pilot is able 
to shut six motors off, vary the gas 
or stop a particular motor. In case 
of emergency or while landing, all 
twelve motors can be stopped by 
pushing a single knob. 

Thus the steering is just as easy 
as with a small two-motored plane, 
and the steering wheel is so light 
that a child would be able to move it. 

Only one ar steers the ship at 
a time, as th seats are coupled 
together. 

Next to the pilot’s room is the 
cabin of the commander and _ the 
assistant navigation officer. This 
room is only separated from the 
pilots by a screen which permits the 
commander to observe the pilots and 
the ship’s nose to determine the 
course. 

The adjoining room is the most 
important of all. It contains the 
main switchboards, the machinery 
for controlling the motor units, &c. 


Motors Always Watched. 


The engineer in charge will be as- 
sisted by four mechanicians who will 
be constantly occupied in attending 
to the twelve motors and the acces- 
sories. Tto get into the motor gon- 
dolas, men must crawl on all fours 
through the wings, but after reach- 
fing the gondolas they will be able 
to stand ge or sit down on the 
ladder.

expressed his satisfaction with the 
condition of the canal and said it was 
the tSate’s duty to increase its use- 
fulness. 

“Three things stand out in my 


mind concerning the canal,’’ he said. 
“First, its physical condition is fine. 
Despite reports to the contrary, it 
is navigable through its length, 
with a depth of twelve fect. Its 
floating equipment is prepared to do 
all maintenance work and meet all 
emergencies. 

‘Second is the morale of the men 
empluyed on the canal. They are 
doing a fine job. 

“Third is the tremendous tonnage 
carried on the canal, which has in- 
creased 12 per cent every year for 
the last five years. Barges carry 
produce west to Buffalo as well as. 
east to Albany, and more and more 
companies are finding it cheaper to 
ship by this route. don’t believe 
that one person in ten in the State 
knows the possibilities of this route, 
built at a cost of $175,000,000 and op- 
eratec. free for all vessels. 

‘“‘Aside from any question of a ship 
canal, it is the obvious duty of the 
State to increase the Barge Canal’s 
usefulness.

PARIS, July 9.—Thursday after- 
noon has been fixed for the begin- 
ning of the Chamber debate on the 
ratification of France’s debt agree- 
ments. It will then be three years 
since they were signed. 

Premier Poincaré will speak during 
the whole of at least the first ses- 
sion, setting forth before the whole 
Chamber, as he did before the For- 
eign Affairs and Finance commis- 
sions two weeks ago, all the reasons 
why the accords should now be rati- 
fied. He will speak to a Chamber 
which has somewhat exhausted itself 
in preliminary skirmishing. The tur- 
moil of the past weeks has only suc- 
ceeded in wasting time and energy 
and perhaps the tactics of the Pre- 


mier have been rather directed to- 
ward that end. 


Accords Gaining Favor. 


The Deputies now find there is 
barely enough time for discussion be- 
fore Aug. 1 and that delay beyond 
that date would be costly. Even 


more, they are aware the holiday 
season would be placed in jeopardy 
by a vote which would defeat the 
government. There is, therefore, 
every day a greater rally in favor of 
ratification, even without safeguard 
clauses. These will be presented by 
the commissions and reiected by the 
government, but in case of danger 
the government seems likely to have 
the last word, for it can at any mo- 
ment ratify the accords by decree, 
and nothing Parliament may do 
thereafter can affect the signature 
of the President of the republic. 

Every party this evening consented 
to the government’s request that the 
debate should be pushed on with all 
speed. Every one in the Chamber 
has already begun to make a straw 
vote of the probable result, but two 
facts—that the accords must be rati- 
fied before Aug. 1 and that the gov- 
ernment has at last taken a definite 
and apparently firm decision—seem 
to count very strongly in favor of a 
successful termination to the debate, 
even though the government’s final 
majority may be small. 





Stage Set for Fight. 


PARIS, July 9 #).—Premier Poin- 
caré cleared the parliamentary decks 
today for definite action on the war 
debts. 

The Opposition continued to ma- 
noeuvre and tried to draw the 
Premier into debate. 

‘“‘What’s the use?’’ inquired the 
Premier. ‘‘You are going to get a 
chance for all the fight you want on 
Thursday. What’s the use of a pre- 





Mminary scrimmage?” 
The debate on the text of the ratifi- 


cation bills will open with a big ma- 
jority in the Chamber in favor of 
ratification, but divided as to how 
it shall be done. ‘The faithful ele- 
ments in the Premier’s majority 
favor out-and-out approval of the 
settlements without _ reservations. 
Doubtful supporters of the govern- 
ment want the Chamber to express 4 
reservation to the effect that France. 
will never pay on war debts more 
than she receives from Germany. 
Anather smaller element oi the gov- 
ernment majority favors includin 

reservations in the ratification bill, 
and the Opposition generally favors 
this plan. 

The debate is likely to cover sev- 
eral days. The Premier himself will 
take the floor for the entire first 
session and he will insists that what- 
ever may be the feeling of certain 
members of Parliament as to the sit- 
uation in which the final settlement 
of the war leaves France, ratifica- 
tion of the debt settlements is a fi- 
nancial and political necessity. 

The Premier informed the Finance 
Commission today that he would ask 
Parliament to sit,on Saturday and 
Monday, forsaking the national holi- 
day recess, so that the preliminary 
debate might get into full swing. 
Test votes indicating fairly clearly 
how the wind will blow are expected 
by Monday or Tuesday. , 

Opinion tonight was that a majori- 
ty would be found for pure and 
simple ratification if, as now seems 
probable, the government makes a 
question of confidence and stakes its 
existence upon it. 





Britain Claims Parity Payments.

LONDON, July 9.—Philip Snowden, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, de- 
clared in the House of Commons to- 
night that if as result of non-ratifica- 
tion of her debt agreement with the 
United States, France paid to Wash- 
ington $400,000,000 on Aug. 1 on ac- 
count of the purchase of war stocks, 
Great Britain would insist on a sim- 
ilar and equal payment to London.

“From the outset of the negotia- 
tions for the funding of the French 
war debt the late government laid 
down as a fundamental principle that 
an, payments France might make

BERLIN, July 9.—By a vote of 243 
against 172 the Prussian Diet today 
approved the ‘‘solemn convention” 
between the State of Prussia and the 
Holy See. The treaty, which was 
opposed by the Nationalists, the 
People’s party, the Communists and 
scattered groups, was assured a safe 
majority when the present Prussian 
coalition, comprising the Socialists, 
Centrists and Democrats, decided to 
keep the present three-party bloc 
intact over the issue, which never- 
theless found considerable opposition 
in the ranks of the Socialists and 
Democrats. 

The adoption of the treaty con- 
stitutes a signal victory for the Prus- 


sian Premier, Otto Braun, to whose 
political generalship is chiefly due 
the overcoming of the opposition in 
the ranks of the two liberal parties 
which constitute an overwhelming 
majority in the present coalition. 
Difficulties were also presented by 
the attitude of the official evangeli- 
cal synod and the numerous Protes- 
tant bodies who, despite the numeri- 
cal preponderance of their following 
among the population of Prussia, 
are now left to await the pleasure 
of Herr Braun’s Ministry in respect 
to the conclusion of a similar treaty 
to govern their relations with the 
State of Prussia. 

The Prussian Government has in- 
dicated its readiness to enter into 
negations with the evangelical synod 
to conclude an agreement which will 
allow any of the prerogatives con- 
tained in the concordat with the Vat- 
ican, although it is doubtful whether 
such a pact can be drafted and rati- 
fied before the Diet starts the mid- 
summer recess. 

The treaty approved today rep- 
resents the culmination. of several 
years of negotiations between Mer. 
Pacelli, the Papal Nuncio, and the 
Prussian Ministry of Worship. By 
its terms Cologne, Breslau and 
Paderborn become _ archbishoprics. 
Berlin and Aachen will seat two new 
Bishops. 

The treaty also provides that 
no one shall be appointed to an ec- 
clesiastical post unless he be a Ger- 
man cittizen, possesses the German 
equivalent of a matriculation certifi- 
cate and has completed at least a 
three-year course at a German State 
university, at one of the seminaries 
specified in the treaty or at a Papal 
seminary in Rome. 

The measure regulates the appoint- 
ment of Bishops in that local chap- 





ters and Bishops will submit their 
lists to the Pope, who will select 
three candidates from whom the 
chapters will then elect one by secret 
vote. The Holy See, however, will 


not select candidates until the chap- | 


ters have assured themselves that 
the Prussian Government is not op- 
posed to the appointments on politi- 
cal grounds, 

The treaty contains no provision 
concerning religious teachings, a 
subject which was the basis of much 
criticism in the concordat concluded 
between Bavaria and the Holy See. 

In the matter of endowments Prus- 
sia’s annual contribution to the up- 
keep of the Roman Catholic Church 
is Increased from 1,400,000 marks 
(about $336,000) to 2,800,000 (about 
$672,000), but the right to endow- 
ments in lands lapses. 


The treaty ratified by the Prussian 
Diet is the first to be negotiated and 
signed by the Vatican as a sovereign 
State after the ratification by the 
Lateran Treaty on May 30. It was 
initiated June 14 and the Pope had 
already signified his approval, so it 
will need no further ratification. 

The annual endowment is for the 
support of the Catholic Church in 
Prussia as directed from the Vatican. 
Locally the church already receives 
from the government $5,250,000 per 
annum, while the Evangelical Church 
receives $12,500,000. 


POPE GREETS SAILORS 
FROM OUR SQUADRON 


He Tells Them He Has Great Love 
for the Sea and Calls Them 
Hope of Their Country. 


VATICAN STATE, July 9 (®.— 
Pope Pius XI ‘always receives 
sailors with pleasure, because the 
successor of St. Peter himself can 
be regarded as a fisherman,’’ the 
Pontiff told a large representation 
yesterday from the American naval 
squadron which is anchored in the 
Bay of Naples, and who came to see 
him. 

The Pope continued: 

‘In America we have the reputa- 
tion of being a great lover of moun- 
tains. That is true, but we are also 
great lovers of the sea.’’ 

The Pontiff recommended to the 
sailors an Italian book by Father 
Antonio Stoppani, entitled ‘‘The Pur- 
ity of the Sea and Atmosphere.’’ He 
concluded with the remark that he 
greeted the sailors with real pleas- 
ure because they were the hope of 
their country. 

The party included forty officers, 
a large number of midshipmen and 
700 enlisted men and marines. They 
were introduced by Chaplain Ma- 
guire. Mgr. Burke of Morristown, 
N. J., rector of the American Col- 
lege, accompanied them. 

The Pope today received in audi- 
ence the Right Rev. Henry P. Rohl- 
man, Bishop of Davenport, Iowa. 
The Pontiff asked a number of 
questions as to the welfare and prog- 
ress of St. Ambrose College, named 
after the Milanese saint of that 
name. He imparted the apostolic 
benediction upon the Bishop’s parish- 
ioners. 

Archbishop Michael J. Curley of 
Baltimore and the Right Rev. Ber- 
nard J. Mahoney of Sioux Falls also 
have arirved and will be given an 
audience by the Pontiff.

BACKS OLD CHINESE POLICY 





Will Cooperate to Revise or End 
‘Unequal Treaties’—Retrenchment 
to Precede Lifting Gold Embargo.

TOKIO, July 9.—The principal fea- 
tures of the new Cabinet’s statement 
of policy, which was approved today, 
are a reversion to Japan’s former 
policy with regard to China, re- 
trenchment in preparation for re- 
moval of the embargo on exporting 
gold and support for the reduction 
as against the limitation of arma- 
ments. 

Education and social reform, to- 
gether with such hardy perennials 
as the control of dangerous thoughts 
and the improvement of official dis- 
cipline, also figure in the program, 
but the chief preoccupations of the 
Hamaguchi Government are with the 
apparently chronic animosity of 
China and the financial situation. 

Japanese relations with China, it 
is said, urgently require revision. 
The Cabinet’s statement refers, in 
this connection, to the policy laid 
down at the customs conference and 
extraterritorality inquiry of 1925 
and declares that this policy of co- 
operation with China in the aboli- 
tion or revision of the ‘unequal 
treaties’? will be resumed. 

Japan, according to the statement, 
renounces all aggressive measures 
against any part of Chinese terri- 
tory, but intimates that the two na- 
tions should understand each other’s 
position and aim at policies of eco- 
nomic cooperation. 

The statement insists that the 
abolition of the gold embargo is in- 
dispensable, and the pledges the 
government to enforce retrenchment 
in all departments—including the 
army and navy, but not to prejudice 
national defense—in order to create 
the conditions necessary for the re- 
moval of the embargo. 

The document reaffirms that Japan 
attaches great importance to the 
League of Nations and considers it 
her duty to support and cooperate 
with the League. The time is 
steadily ripening, it continues, for 
a new armaments agreement, the 
aim of which should not merely be 
limitation but reduction. If the 
powers approach the problem in a 
spirit of mutual concession, the gov- 
ernment believes that it will not be 
found insoluble.

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MURDER THEORY OUT 
IN FIRE DEATH GASE 


County Officials Uncover No 
Crime Evidence in Burning of 
Joseph London’s House. 





SCORE TALK BY ‘OUTSIDERS’ 


See Effort to Make Mystery of New 
Jtrcey Blaze—But Fire Chief Still 


Suspects Foul Play. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 9.— 
County. officials discarded definitely 
tonight the murder theory in con- 
nection with the death of Joseph 
London, 60 years old, a caddie at 
the Seaview Golf Club, and formerly 
a resort grocer, whose charred body 
was found in the ruins of his home 
at Conovertown on the night of 
June 27, following a fire of unknown 
origin. 

Chief County Detective Frank Har- 
rold and Assistant County Prosecu- 
tor Hinkle declared that their in- 
vestigation had disclosed no_ evi- 
dences of criminal action. Their in- 
quiry will be completed by tomor- 
row morning, Mr. Harrold said. 
Sergeant Harry Cibulla, in charge of 
the State Police at Absecon, said 
earlier in the day that he had com- 
pleted a ‘‘most exhaustive search of 
the burned building and all possible 
clues’? and that he had found no 
evidence of foul play. 

Chief Harrold advanced the theory 
that London may have accidentally 
set fire to his home by smoking in 
bed, but he admitted that there was 
no proof of this theory. 

Reports Spurred Inquiry. 

The official investigation was 
opened last Saturday at the insist- 
ence of Aaron London, proprietor of 
an Atlantic City drug store and one 
of the dead man’s three sons. Sub- 
sequently, Fire Chief Charles M. 
Kesler of Absecon said he believed 
the elder London had been mur- 
dered. The belief was that the for- 
mer grocer had been killed and his 
house later set afire. Impetus was 
given to the murder theory by an un- 
confirmed report that an automobile 
had been seen in front of the Lon- 
don home shortly before the fire, 
and that a man and a woman in this 
machine had been overheard discuss- 
ing what they should do with Lon- 
don’s police dog. Chief Harrold dis- 
missed some of these reports tonight 
as ‘‘an attempt to make a mystery 
out of this case,’’ and he added that 
he did not see any mystery in it. 

“There is nothing to this murder 
theory,’’ he said. ‘‘Our investigation 
hes been pretty thorough, and so far 
we have not found any evidence of 
foul play. As to this automobilé out- 
side the London home on the night 
of the fire, I have not been able to 
locate any one who even saw a Car. 
I don’t pay much attention to ths 
story about the police dog. London 
may have had such a dog but I don’t 
see any mystery in these reports 
about its disappearance. Who knows 
but what the dog may have been 
burned to death in the fire or that 
3 may have run away and gotten 
lost?”’ 

In view of the information he had 





gathered but which he was not pre- 
pared tonight to disclose, Mr. Har- 
rold said it would not be necessary to 
exhume the body. He expects to is- 
sue a statement in the morning. 


Hinkle Sees No Crime Evidence. 

4.ssistant Prosecutor Hinkle, like 
Chief Harrold, said there had been 
efforts by outsiders to make a mys- 
tery out of the casc. He said he had 


not seen any evidence of criminal 
action. 

‘‘What we have found up to the 
present,"’ he declared, ‘‘is that re- 
ports of outsiders are either idle 
chatter or rumors.”’ 

Mrs. Flossie London, the widow, 
who is 29 years old, was visiting a 
brother in Philadelphia at the time 
of the fire. Seen today at the home 
of J. - Burkholder, another 
brother, at 243 North Rhode Island 
Avenue, Atlantic City, Mrs. London 
also expressed the belief that her 
husband had been smoking in bed on 
the night of the fire. She said her 
husband often smoked in bed and 
that on several occasions he had set 
fire to the bed clothing. 

oe Cibulla in his statement 
said: 

“After a most exhaustive search of 
the burned building and all possi- 
ble clues, I am of the same opinion 
as County Detective Frank Harrold, 
namely, that there is no evidence of 
foul play in connection with the 
death cf London. In the first place, 
if Chief Kesler, of the Absecon Fire 
Department, had any evidence at all 
of foul play, he would have immedi- 
ately notified this office or some 
cther authority. 

‘‘No official indication of the fire or 
the death of London has been re- 
ceived by us. ‘It was only by acci- 
dent the following day that I heard 
of the fire and the death of London, 
and immediately began an investiga- 
tion. I am of the same opinion as I 
was then, that there is no evidence 
of foul play. There has been a lot 
of unnecessary talk and false reports 
in connection with the affair.’”’ 

Fire Chief Kesler, reached at his 
home late tonight, still maintained 
his belicf that London had met with 
foul play. 


CAMPS ON CONTESTED LAND

WASHINGTON, July 9 ().—Dr. 
Anne Bartson Dunne of this city, 
who owns a corner piece of land 


valued at $100,000 in Silver.Spring, 
Md., just across the District of Co- 
lumbia line, is living on it with a 
woman companion in a small tent. 

She and her friend pitched their 
tent on the property themselves after 
Dr. Dunne’s lawyer reminded her 
that ‘‘possession is nine points of the 
law.’’ She wanted those nine points 
in her favor in an ouster suit she 
has brought against the Maryland 
garage of Silver Spring, te prevent 
it from continuing work on a filling 
station begun on the property under 
a lease, certain provisions of which 
are being contested. ; 

The tent stands in the muddy ex- 
cavation, and at least one of the 
women is in it at all times despite 
its exposure to the relentless sun 
rays by day and the invasion of in- 
sects at night. 


Chester (S.C.) Wife Slayer Must Die

I. R.T. FOR DIVIDENDS 


N. L. Amster Seeks $131,250 
He Contends Is Due on Elevated 


Guaranteed Issue. 


Liability of the I. R. T. for pay- 
ment of accrued dividends of $4,869,- 
267 on the 5 per cent modified -guar- 
antee stock of the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company, whose elevated lines 
it operates under a 999-year lease, is 
involved in a Supreme Court suit 
brought yesterday by Nathan L, Am- 
ster, holder of 15,000 shares. He 
seeks to recover $131,250 and inter- 
est, rapresenting seven unpaid quar- 
terly dividends, beginning with that 
due on Jan. 1, 1928. 

Mr. Amster, who is chairman of 
the Manhattan Railway stockholders 
protective committee organized sev- 
eral months ago, contends that under 
the terms of the readjustment agree- 
ment of Nov. 25, 1922, under which 
the present holders of 5 per cent 
stock agreed to waive the 7 per cent | 
guarantee then in effect, the I. R. T. 
has made sufficient net earnings to 
pay the entire 5 per cent guaranteed 
dividend rental for the period from 
Jan. 1, 1928 to July 1, 1929, inclusive. 
The I. R. T., Mr. Amster’s com- 
plaint declares, paid the 5 per cent 
dividend quarterly, beginning July 1, 
1924, until Jan. 1, 1928. 

The total outstanding stock of the 
Manhattan company is $60,000,000. 
A small minority of shareholders who 
did not assent to the 1922 agreement 
have received the old 7 per cent 
guarantee regularly, their right to it 
having been sustained by a Court of 
Appeals decision. 

Mr. Amster’s suit, if successful, 
would pave the way for a demand 


for back dividends trom other hold- 
ers of the 5 per cent stock. On Dec. 
31, 1927, $55,646,600 of this stock was 
outstanding. 

The I. R. T., under the 1922 agree- 
ment, was to pay the 5 per cent 
dividend ‘‘if earned.’’ Transit Com- 
mission officials, when informed of 
the Amster suit yesterday, displayed 
interest in the situation because of 
the accounting aspect. The commis- 
sion and the I. R. T. have long 
wrangled over accounting practices 
used by the company. Trial of the 
Amster action would involve an 
analysis of these practices, it was 
said, in view of the allegation in 
the complaint that the company has 
earned sufficient net income to meet 
the 5. per cent guarantee.

Administration Hints of In- 
creased Rates to Make the 
Department Self-Supporting.

Loss Estimated at $120,000,000 for 
Next Five Years—Shifts Made 
Under Reorganization.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—In addi- 
tion to reorganization of ‘all the ex- 
ecutive departments, thé administra- 
tion, it ‘was indicated today, will 
undertake without delay the. elimi- 
nation of waste in the Postoffice De- 
partment and attempt to place it on 
a paying basis. 

The department has not been self- 
supporting since the régime of Frank 
Hitchcock as Postmaster General. 
Since then, with the increasing busi- 
ness of the rural free delivery, the 
parcel post and the recently added 
air mail service, the department has 


been encountering a steadily mount- 
ing loss. 
The deficit has been generally ac- 


+} cepted by members of Congress as 


one of the things which the govern- 
ment should expect, and the policy 
of recent administgations has been 


‘|to charge it to a functfon of. public 


service that should not in any way 


‘be considéred as mioney’ making. 


Thus, in times past, the government 
has rceognized that. the mail should 
be carried even at a great loss. 
President Hoover believes that the 
postoffice is a business institution, 
and its cost should be borne by those 
who receive the benefits of the ser- 
vice and not by the taxpayers. This

The administration estimates that 
after making allowances for in- 
creased earnings over the next five 
fiscal years, the deficit will reach 
$85,000,000 annually sn the vresent 
basis. Moreover, tue estimated def- 
icit would not include the postoffice 
building program, calling for an ex- 
penditure of $35,000,000 annually in 
the next five years. 

Thus the administration . argues 
that unless there is a radical reduc- 
tion in the expenses or more rev- 
enue from increased postal rates, the 
annual loss in the next five years, 
including the building program add- 
ed, would be $120,000,000. 

The increasing deficit: was attrib- 
uted largely to legislation by which 
Congress raised the pay of employes, 
with additional allowances to post- 
mastets, and decreased postal artes. 
Of the loss in the last fiscal year 
$30,000,000 was laid to these causes. 

‘the future does not appear favor- 
able to assistance from Congress, it 
was indicated. Legislation is pend- 
ing and strongly. supported, which 
would. tend to.enlarge the deficit, 
and no program exists; so.far as Con- 
gress is concerned, for.a reduction. 

In the face of .this condition the 
President, despite probable. strong 
opposition, is expected to recom- 
mend to: Congress increased postal 
rates, citing 
the losses arise. ¢ . 

Through Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Tilton, who is an accountant, 
the President is getting figures on 
operations and details as to where 
the postal losses occur. The Presi- 
dent believes that the air mail ser- 
vice, which is now carried at a loss, 
should not be attacked. He feels 
that it is in an experimental stage 
and that losses now may eventually 
lead to gains. Moreover, he desires 
not only to encourage the upbuilding 
of plane mail service, but to aid the 
commercia] expansion of aviation.

IN BROOKLYN HOME 


Daughter, Returning From Her 
Work, Finds Bruised Body 
Under a Bed. 





POLICE SEEKING HUSBAND 





Neighbors Say He Had Spells of 
Jealousy and That Couple 
Often Quarreled. 





The body of Mrs. Nellie McFadden, 
44 ycars old, was found hidden un- 
der a bed.in her apartment at 23 
Floyd Street, Brooklyn, shortly after 
6 o’clock last night. She had been 
killed by a blow as of a heavy instru- 
ment. Her skull was fractured and 
her right hand wounded indicating 
she had tried to ward off a beating. 

Her daughter, Florence, 18 years 
old, coming home from work, missed 
her mother’s greeting at the door, 
searched for her and found the body. 
There are five other children. The 
police are searching for Mrs. Mc- 
Fadden’s husband, Bernard, a roofer 
out of work, whom neighbors saw 
leave the house about 5 o'clock. 

Neighbors told detectives of the 
Clymer Street station that, the Mc- 
Faddens frequently quarreled and 
that McFadden had violent fits of 
jealousy. 

Florence, the eldest daughter, who 
worked at the State Laundry at Myr- 
tle and Nostrand Avenues, was ac- 
customed to finding her mother at 
the door when she came home at 
night. Last night no one answered 
her call. She went into the kitchen, 
where she expected to find Mrs. Mc- 
Fadden, but she was not there. 

Off the kitchen is a bedroom used 
by Mr. and Mrs. McFadden. Flor- 
ence entered it. The room was dis. 
ordered. A rug was missing. Then 
she saw a corner of the rug protrud- 
ing.from under the bed. Beneath it 
she discovered her mother's body 
There was a four-inch gash at the 
dead woman’s right temple. 

The McFaddens live on the second 
floor and the landlord, Anthony 
Madio, on the top floor of the apart- 
ment. The gir! screamed and cailt2d 
Madio. He got the police, and detec- 
tives under Lieutenant Frank Flynn 
began an investigation. 

They were told by neighbors that 
there were no grounds for the hus- 
band’s spells of jealousy. They 
learned also that McFadden had 
paused a moment on leaving the 
house tv watch his younger children 
under a street shower. 

The other McFadée n children are 
Walter, 23 years old; Benjamin, 19: 
Rita, 10, Ruth 8 and Howard, 6.

Experts Doubt Crew Is Alive. 


PEMBROKE, Wales, July 9 (#).— 
Navy experts and divers entertained 
tonight oaly the slenderest hope of 
saving any of the twenty-one men 
aboard the submarine H-47, which 
sank twenty miles due west of Fish- 
guard this morning, after a collision 
with the submarine L-12 during sur- 
face manoeuvers with eighteen other 
submarines. The flotilla was enroute 
from Lampash to Portsmouth Naval 
Station. 

Twentv ships of the British navy 
rushed tonight to the rescue of the 
H-47, lying below the surface of St. 
George’s Channel. Salvage opera- 
tions with Pembroke docks as their 
base will begin as soon as the ves- 
sels arrive under the personal di- 
rection of Rear Admiral H. : 
Grace, commanding officer of sub- 
marines at Pc tsmouth. 

The total casualties of the collisios 
reached twenty tonight with the 
death of Arthur Sampson, injured 
seaman of the L-12. Chief Signaller 
Bull of the L-12, reported missing, is 
believed to be dead. 

The salvage fleet includes the bat- 
tleship Rodney, from which diving 
operations will be conducted; the 
destroyers Tilbury, Vivian and 
Thanet, four minesweepers, five sub- 
marine chasers, three lighters, two

In 1926 she col- 
lided with the L-22 in the English 
Channel, but the damage was slight 
and no lives were lost. 

Today’s disaster occurred as the 
fifth and sixth submarine flotillas 
were dispersing after a week of 
large-scale operations in the Irish 
Sea. 

The worst British submarine dis- 
aster since the wer occurred in 1925 
when the H-1 sank off Star Point 
with a loss of sixty-eight lives. 

The commander-in-chief of the At- 
lantic Fleet canceled the Grand 
Naval Ball which was to have been 
held at Torquay tonight. All social 
entertainments for the fleet have 
been postponed for the rest of the 
week. 





24 Casualties Are Listed. 


LONDON, July 9 (P).—The Admi- 
ralty revised tonight its list of casu- 
alties in the submarine collision to 
twenty-four, as follows: 

Lieutenant Bickmore, two sub-of 
ficers, two telegraphers and sixteen 
artificers, seaman and stokers who 
sank with H-17 were officially listed 
as ‘‘missing.’’

Commander Elisberg said that if

salvage were attempted for study of 
the causes of the accident or for 
guidance in future operations, the 
smallness of the boat would be of 
great help. With a larger boat such 
operations would be impossible, he 
said. 

Against "the advantage of size 
Commander Ellsberg set the fact 
that lifting apparatus such as has 
been installed on modern boats since 
the S-51 disaster would be missing. 

He pointed out that salvage would 
involve the old method of divers put- 
ting chains under the hull before 


lifting could be attempted. 


‘“‘While men can go down to 275 
feet,"” Commander Elisberg said, 


“the amount of work that can be 


done is very limited. A diver would 
not be able to stay down more than 
fifteen minutes and he would have 


‘great difficulty doing anything even 


then. If the British should deter- 
mine to salvage the boat, it might 
be done. If they are successful, it 


.will be a magnificent performance.”’

asters which have marked the use of 
the undersea boats since the World 
War. None of the major powers ex- 
cept Germany has escaped the trag- 
edies, and ten submarines previously 
carried 465 men to death. Great 


Britain has experienced three pre- 
vious disasters of this type, the 
United States two, Italy two, Japan 
two and France one. Besides these 
there have been possibly a score of 
others in which the toll of life was 
small. 

Sixty-eight lives were lost when the 
British submarine Monitor went down 
off Maidstone, England, in November 
of last year. The vessel was en- 
gaged in diving practice. Collisions 
previously had accounted for two 
other British submarines. One was 
lost, with twenty-three officers and 
men, on March 23, 1922, during war 
games off Gibraltar. The L-24 sank 
off Portland, England, with forty- 
three aboard when the dreadnaught 
Resolute rammed and cut the vessel 
in two during a dense fog. 

Both of the American disasters 
were caused by collisions, one of 
them with another naval vessel. On 
the night of Sept. 25, 1925, the S-51. 
rising off Block Island, was rammed 
by a steamer and sent to the bot- 
tom with her crew of thirty-three. 
On Dec. 17, 1927, the S-4 sank with 
forty men in a collision with the

Coast Guard destroyer Paulding. Six 
members.of the S-4 crew died after 
rescuers had made contact with the 
boat and exchanged signals with 
them, i 

Italy lost the Sebastiano Veniero, 
with fifty men aboard, in 1925, and 
her F-14 went down in the Adriatia 
in August, 1928, after a collision dur- 
ing battle manoeuvres. ‘The subma- 
rine was brought to the surface only 
thirty-five hours after it had gone 
down, but. poisonous gases gene- 
rated when sea water came in con- 
tact with battery fluid killed the 
crew of thirty-one men. 

Japan’s two submarine disasters 
also caused heavy losses of life. An 
unnamed boat sank at the dock at 
Kobe in 1923 with eighty-five men 
aboard, and the Susebo went down 
in 1924.with forty-nine more, res- 
cuers being unable to save the Suse- 
bo’s men although tney could ex- 
change signals with them. 

France’s sole loss, the Ondine, has 
remained cloaked in mystery. With a 
crew of forty-threc; she was over-due 
on Oct. ‘12, 1928. Investigation by the 
government revealed that a Greek 
steamer had reported colliding with 
a “‘submarine, submerged reef or 
derelict’’ while cruising in Southern 
European waters on Oct. 3. A check 
of routes revealed that this must 
have been the Ondine. 


JAPANESE FLIER KILLED. 


M. Goto, Who Left Coast on World 
Flight, Found in Wreck in Utah. 


SALT LAKE CITY, July 9 (>).— 
The bedy of Masashi Goto, 32-year- 
old Japanese aviator of Los Angeles, 
and the wreckage of his airplane in 
which he had started on a projected 
trip around the world were found 
southeast of here late today. 

Goto’s body was located in Dry 
Canyon, 35 miles from Heber, Utah, 
in the wreckage of his plane, 
Mame, which he and a fellow coun- 
tryman, its designer, had built in 
the hope of carrying the fame of 
Japanese aviation about the globe. 

Backed by funds raised by Japan- 
ese newspapers of the Pacific Ccast, 
Goto had set out July 3 from Los 
Angeles and had flown to Oakland 
and Reno, Nev., and then on to Salt 
Lake City. The next morning he left 
the airport here alone in his small 
plane, en route to New York. From 
there he planned to ship the plane 
to England and then fly across Eu- 
rope and Asia to Japan.

Dr. Sven- Hedin on Visit Here 
Praises Chinese Students as 
Scientific Workers. 








DESCRIBES DESERT WASTES 





Traces of Migrations of Stone Age 
People Show Trend From West 
te East, He Explains. 





Dr. Sven Hedin, the Swedish ex- 
plerer, who discovered . trans-Hima~ 
Jaya and who forty-four years ago 
penetrated to the interior of Central 
Asia and has since made seven ex- 
peditions to the same region, arrived 
here yesterday, He is on his way 
from Peking to Stockholm, where he 
will complete arrangements before 
returning te Asia to join his staff 
of scientists and explorers, 

Dr. Hedin has received thirty-eight 


da medals from geographic socie- 
jes, ineluding the Founder's Medel 
of ographical Society in 
Londen, was made Knight Com- 
mander of the Indian Empire by 
King Edward, His books on adven- 
ture and discovery in Tibet, which 
are published in more than a dozen 
guages, comprise 28,000 es, 
The explorer has spent a total of 
sixteen Mee in the interior of Asia. 

With the aid of a score of scientists 
ef different nationalities, Dr, Hedin 
has penetrated the two previnces in 
the west ef China, and made re- 
searches from different scientific 
angles. Because of the Nationalistic 
movement in China Dr, Hedin teek 
with him ten Chinese scholars, 

The explorer told yesterday of his 
experiences during the two years 
that members ef the expedition have 
been carrying out their various tasks. 
He said that his ecentacts with the 
Chinese have been ‘‘most agreeable.”’

attached. I think this shows that 
any one whe wants to carry out 
simijar work in China should de it 
in agreement with the Chinese,’”’ 

Dr, Hedin declared that Chinese 
students who had been left behind 
by the expedition as leaders of 
meteorologieal stations, established 
in the desert, have carried out their 
work as observers in a splendid way, 
In all, seven stations have been es- 
tablished, he said. 

As te the scientific results hitherto 
obtained by the expedition, Dr. 
Hedin said that in all 60,000 articles 
from the Stene Age had been eol- 
lected, ef which 20,000 were gathered 
by Folke Bergman, Swedish geolo- 
gist, alone, 

‘‘We have investigated the dwelling 
places of the Stone Age people, he 
said, ‘‘and have found that they de- 
crease in numbers from east to 
west. This seems to indicate that 
the region was a desert already at 
that remote time. It is our hope thet 
it will also be possible to trace the 
ways of migration of the Stone Age 
people between the west and east 
and to find out where their tracks of 
communications led 5,000 er 6,000 
years ago.”’

The Republicans declared that, 
under a provision of the city charter, 
Commissioner Higgins was compelled 
to file the reports in question. Mr. 
McManus retorted that the Republi- 
cans were only seeking to find new 
| sources of political ammunition with 
| which they might attack the present 
| City Administration. 

Mr. Baldwin’s resolution was in- 


troduced several weeks ago and had 
' been referred to the Committee on 
Rules. In the interim, Aldermanic 
President Joseph V. McKee had writ- 
ten to Commissioner Higgins asking 
for copies of his reports. The com- 
missioner, in reply, contended that 
he was not required to supply them. 
His public hearings, he wrote, were 
open to the press and the public, and 
his private hearings were like grand 
jury proceedings in that the cnds of 
justice sometimes might be defeated 
if the minutes were to be made pub- 
lic.’ The Rules Committee’s report, 
presented yesterday with the Higgins 


letter, upheld the commissioner's 
stand. 
Alderman Baldwin, dissatisfied 


alike with the Higgins letter and the 
committee’s report, charged that the 
commissioner had filed no reports in 
four years, although the law de- 
clared that he should do so.

Mr. Houtain minimized the resig- 
nation and Meyer Sindel, Manhattan 
leader of the organization, laid Mr. 
Gonzalez’s action to denial of re- 


quests made by Mr. Gonzalez for 
money for use in the movement. 
Mr. Sindel added that Mr. Gonzalez, 
in making these requests, had de- 


clared that he would ‘‘go over 
to Tammany” unless they were 
granted. 


In his letter Mr. Gonzalez, listed in 
a statement by Mr. Houtain as lead- 
er in the Seventeenth with Leon 
Bruck, told of making a canvass of 
voters not only in his own district 
but also in the Hleventh and Twen- 
tieth districts. 

Tells of Opposition. 

‘“‘Resentment was expressed,’’ he 
said, ‘‘over the fact that your league

The high light of the day wa3 the 
victory of the Resolute over Gerald 
B. Lambert’s Vanite. The skill of 
Chagles Francis Adams, Secretary of 


the Navy, was not enough to save 
the Vanitie from her first defeat of 
the season. Not only did the small- 
er Resolute win but she defeated 
her rival, boat for boat, winning in 
the last mile of a race which was 
replete with thrills. 


Norn Wins the Trophy. 

The Norn won in Class Q and she 
also defeated both the big sloops and 
the Class M boats to win the tro- 
phy offered by Stephen W. Sleeper 
for the sloop making the best cor- 
rected time over the course. An- 


other surprise occurred when the) 


Andiamo, sailed by Walter K. Shaw, 
trounced the rest of the M class 
boats by over ten minutes. 

The Andiamo was beautifully timed 
at the gun. The Prostige was 
smothered and Valiant late. The 
Andiamo pulled away from the class 
steadily.

Suffers Accident’ in Eighth Round 
of Semi-Final With Dorfman 
and Is Counted Out.

Tony Canzoneri, former world’s} 
featherweight champion, scored a de- 
cisive victory over Phil McGraw, De- 
troit veteran, before a crowd of 6,000 
persons last night in the ten-round 
feature at the Queensboro Stadium, 
but the triumph may prove costly 
to the popular Canzoneri. 

Against an opponent who was} 
hopelessly outclased in every depart- | 
ment of the ring game, Canzoneri | 
sustained a severe cut over the right | 
eye which may interfere with his | 
preparation for the title bid he is to 
make on Aug. 2 against Sammy 
Mandell, lightweight champion, in| 
Chicago. | 

The injury was received in the, 
sixth round in a head-on collision 
on the rope near the bell, the ac-| 
cident reopening an old wound.

The cut bothered Canzoneri and 
McGraw made it the target for occa- 
sional wild swings through the four 
succeeding rounds, aggravating the 
wound. 
ably worried from the seventh round 
to the end, announced after the 
match that the injury would post- 
pone Canzoneri’s meeting with Man- 
dell in Chicago. 

Canzoneri, however, is confronted 
with an enforced idleness at a time 
when he should be in training for 
the most important encounter of his 
career. 

Canzoneri did everything but 
knock out McGraw before and after 
the accident. 


Canzoneri Toys With McGraw. 

The former featherweight cham- 
pion played with McGraw from the 
first bell, handling the Detroit vet- 
eran much as a master boxer would 


treat his pupil. A barrage of right 
crosses, uppercuts and swings, with 
an accompaniment of left hooks and 
jabs, had McGraw groggy and prac- 
tically helpless in the first round, 
when it appeared that Canzoneri 
would win by a knockout. 

In the second and third rounds. 
McGraw’s futile fire became erratic 
and he drew cautions for fouling: 
meanwhile Canzoneri continued to 
pound him. Three times in the third 
round McGraw staggered under ‘his 
rival’s blows. Twice in .the fourth 
and as many times in the fifth he 
faltered under Canzoneri’s powerful 
drives. 

McGraw, no longer the _ sturdv 
fighter of former battles, but with 
the old careless, reckless spirit, 
sought to crowd Canzoneri and out- 
fight him, but the Detroiter’s efforts 
were pitiful. He commanded admira- 
tion for the way in which he stood 
up under Canzoneri’s consistent fire 
right up to the final bell. 

The sixth session found Canzoneri 
relenting, but the wound he received 
over the right eye before the round 
ended sent Canzoneri off on another 
hitting spree through the final four 
rounds.

Ban Will Hold in New York Till

Max Schmeling, German heavy- 
weight, yesterday was suspended by 
the State Athletic Commission until 
such time as he fights Phil Scott 
for Promoter Humbert Fugazy at 
Ebbets Field, Brooklyn. 

Eddie Mack, Boston Madison 
Square Garden promoter, also noti- 
fied the New York Boxing authori- 
ties by letter that he had not re- 
leased Schmeling from a contract to 
box Con O’Kelly in Boston, adding, 
however, that Schmeling had indi- 
cated a desire to fulfill this obliga- 
tion next month. 

Schmeling, as a result of these 
complications, faces the prospect of 
having his proposed exhibition tour 
upset. 

The commission also placed an in- 
definite suspension on Joe Jacobs, 
Schmeling’s manager of choice, thus 
block in the 
path of the plans of William’ F. 
Carey and the Madison Square Gar- 
den Corporation to promote a heavy- 
weight elimination match here in 
September between Schmeling and 
Jack Sharkey, Boston heavyweight 
title contender. 

As a consequence of the suspen- 
sions, reports of Schmeling and 
Sharky fighting in Windsor, Ont., 
where it is proposed to improve a 
race track to provide for a ring spec- 
tacle, were revived.

It was a courteous and politic 
thought of Mr. Hoover to have the 
mew Republican State Chairman 
presented at the White House by the 
two other New York triumvirs. For 
gome months there has been an un- 
kindly disposition to regard National 
Committeeman HILLES as only & 
gubmerged third. His presence, with 
that of Mr. HILL, at a sort of formal 
induction of Chairman MAIER into 
the Washington end of his respons!- 
Dilities and duties, may be taken 
as symbolic of triumviral parity. 
Mr. MArer cannot expect or wish to 
take at once the somewhat too com- 
manding position of “ED” MAC- 

\HOLD, a man of power. “Three is 
ene,” is the bright dream. Much or 
most of the patronage has been 
Jadled out already; and the New 
York Republican Congressmen know 
their rights and nobly dare main- 
tain them. 

These trivial matters of office 
ean have mattered little to the visit- 
ing statesmen. They were summoned 
to deliberate on ways and means of 
building up the Republican organi- 
gation in New York. Mr. WALTER 
NEWTON, one of the President’s sec- 
retaries, who takes charge of the 
political department, was able to aid 
the conference by his advice. The 
eoncord so evident among the Re- 
publicans of his State of Minnesota 
4s a good omen for the New York 
Republicans, though they don’t have 
to borrow it. Everything here is 
gaerene and going to be serener. 
Everything is businesslike and can 
only become more businesslike. The 
resentments of the campaign before 
the national convention have disap- 
peared. Righteousness and peace 
prevail. The Old Guard and the 
Hooverites have kissed each other. 

“The organization is now in bet- 
ter shape than in many years,”. Mr. 
MAIER joyfully reports. The “ work- 
ers” seem to believe that the Repub- 
licans will elect the next Governor. 
Doubtless only the embarrassing 
richness of material prevents those 
of this town from agreeing upon a 
eandidate for Mayor and anticipat- 
ing success at the municipal elec- 
tion. The promise of a richer prize 
m 1930 is more than enough to cheer 
up everybody. It seems like painting 
the lily to reorganize the Republican 
erganizations of this State. 

Mr. KOENIG and Mr. LIVINGSTON, 
incapable of dislodgment in this city, 
man their old fortresses with undi- 
minished courage, if with dwindling 
numbers. Tne common love of up- 
State and down-State was never 
more affecting. The Republican Leg- 
islature has followed the old trium- 
phal path of broad-minded devotion 
to the interests of the State and 
evhorrence of picayune politics. 
‘Why reorganize or further orrentze 
machines so satisfactsry to their 
runners? If there is cometimes a 
lack of Republican votes, there is no 
lack of Republican organization. 
Many superior Republicans in these 
parts have long turned up their 
noses at the local managers. Such 
is*their defective sense of discipline. 

‘Could they run the show any bet- 
ter? We are proud of the Republi- 
can party in these diggings. It has 
a character and history and methods 
of its own. It has:learned to some 
extent from Tammany the science 
of political altruism, Unlike Tam- 
many, however, it doesn’t seek to be 


large-or dominant, Far its modest 








ambitions, its prudent policies, its 
genial: philosophy, its perseverance 
under difficulties, its staying power, 
its scorn of success, it deserves to 
be loved, at least by Democrats. 
Up-State Republicanism radiates all 
the virtues and doesn’t need to be 
changed. The organized Republi- 
canism of this city can’t be changed. 
as divers well-intentioned persons 
have found to their sorrow. 


SECRET, BUT YET— 


When Police Commissioner WHA- 
LEN had completed his plans for 
organizing a Secret Squad in the 
department he called in the report- 
ers and gave them a column of news 
about it. This is only fair play to 
the crooks who are this particular 
squad’s objective. Fifty men, as if 
New York City were pre-war Rus- 
sia, are to be recruited to join gangs 
and secretly report on crime to a 
secret commander. If the plan had 
not been outlined in advance by the 
commissioner he could have been 
accused by his quarry of unfair 
tactics. Now the warning has scru- 
pulously been given, and any gang 
which accidentally takes a police- 
man into its fold will have only 
itself to blame. Let no racketeer, 
from his place in the Tombs, tell us 
through the tabloids hereafter that 
“the commissioner is playing it low 
down.” He will have no sympathy 
from this generation of readers of 
detective stories. 

How often has Holmes sent a 
message from Baker Street to the 
scoundrel he was pursuing that he 
would capture the miscreant at ex- 
actly twelve of the clock in a hollow 
oak tree on Hounslow Heath! And 
Arsene Lupin, on the side of the 
evildoers, has he not always noti- 
fied the police in advance of his 
criminal intentions? Commissioner 
WHAIEN does not propose to be out- 
done. It is a delicate task he has 
set for himself in organizing this 
Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
The mystery-story writers ‘vould 
find their ingenuity taxed if such an 
organization were essential to one 
of their plots. Charlie Chan, In- 
spector of the Honolulu Police, is 
@ smooth worker, but he would 
have hard work in finding fifty 
secret places to meet his fifty 
secret men and hear their fifty 
secret verbal reports. Colonel 
Grenville of the British Intelligence 
was able to solve the mystery of the 
Six Proud Walkers, but he toiled 
alone. If fifty assistants, known 
only to him by numbers and un- 
known to one another, had been 
constantly springing out at him 
from old walls and ruined posadas, 
he would never have caught the 
wicked Doctor. But Mr. WHALEN 
and the Secret Commander of the 
Fifty are not daunted by the limita- 
tions of fiction. A peculiar whistle 
from a bush; a curious dropping of 
the left eye in passing—and they 
will know that they are face to face 
with one of the Fifty. But when 
Officer Flannigan, the neighborhood 
traffic cop, vanishes from his post 
and later is seen in another part ot 
the city whispering to “an officer 
higher than a captain,” how shall 
his identity and that of his com- 
mander be kept secret? It is a deli- 
cate task, but the commissioner is 
as equal to it as to many dutie 
more routine. 














THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


President HOOVER, with his keen 
eye for “the red” in corporation 
accounts, is naturally anxious to 
know just how big the postal deficit 
will turn out to be for the past fis- 
cal year when the total is accurately 
figured. Apparently, he has had to 
detail special accountants to clear 
up the tangle. Estimates of the 
Postmaster General’s office ran all 
the way from an estimated shortage 
of $100,000,000 to one of $137,000,- 
000 or more. The postal deficits 
have been as recurrent as dunning 
letters, and Congress has long had 
to appropriate the money to cover 
them. But if a comprehensive sur- 
vey foreshadows, as reported, an 
annual deficit of something like 
$100,000,000 for each of the next 
five years, it is time that a busi- 
ness on its face chaotic were re- 
duced to something like order. 

An increase in postal rates is in- 
dicated, and is even predicted by men 
close to the administration. It is 
even said with great positiveness 
that the President favors making the 
postal service entirely “ self-sustain- 
ing.” He. would extend this plan, 
it is still more surprisingly asserted. 


-|to the cost of postoffice buildings. 


Probably this is a misunderstanding 
of what Mr. HOOVER has said or in- 
tends. To saddle upon the postal 
rates the money invested in post- 
offices all over the country would 
demand much higher postage, from 
the first class down. What the 
President presumably meant, for it 
is an opinion which he is known to 
have expressed: before he became 
President, is that the books of the 
Postoffice Department should be 
kept as would be those of any large 
company doing a similar business. 
In other words, the capital outlay 
ought all to be entered as such, con- 
stituting a proper overhead charge 
on the business, even if it were so 
conducted as to result in a loss to 
be made up out of the National 

Whatever immediate steps may be 
taken, every student of business and 
the ‘government in business ought 
to be anxious to have the fullest and 
most explicit financial statement 
about the operations of the Post- 
office, It has often been poigted to 





as a splendid example of govern- 
ment operation. But the facts show 
that it is nothing of the kind. The 
actual service rendered to the com- 
munity is reasonably efficient and 
satisfactory; though it might be 
done fully as well, and perhaps bet- 
ter, by a highly organized corpora- 
tion, like the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
for example, given the appropriate 
power. Of course, this never will 
be given, but we may be sure that 
any such corporation would render 
an intelligible and accurate finan- 
cial account. 

This the Postoffice does not do. 
A large part of its plant is given to 
it by Congress, with no charge 
against it for either interest or de- 
preciation. This has often been 
pointed out, but the significance of 
the truth is made more apparent and 
sharper by what is going on at 
Washington now, and especially by 
Mr. HOOvVER’s insistence that every 
relevant fact be made public and 
coordinated. If that is done, the 
country will see how far from being 
a huge success, measured by the or- 
dinary rules for the conduct of busi- 
ness, has been the Postoffice .De- 
partment of the United States 
Government, 


GENERAL GOURAUD. 


At their convention in Baltimore 
July 13-15 the Rainbow Division 
Veterans will have as their guest 
the French conmmander under whom 
the Rainbow Division fought in the 
Battle of Champagne in July, 1918, 
General HENRI J. E. GOURAUD. 
Three days after the Germans were 
thrown back and driven from their 
positions the French armies took the 
offensive and never afterward re- 
linquished it. General GOURAUD will 
for the second time enjoy in Amer- 
ica the hospitality of the American 
division. To have served with his 
victorious Fourth Army was an ex- 
perience to be treasured in mem- 
ory. As a fighting commander 
General GOURAUD had no superior at 
the front in France. Yet, aggressive 
as he was, his courage was directed 
by a strategy of the first order. The 
Rainbow veterans will never forget 
his final battle order on July 14. It 
was an exhortation in the Napo- 
leonic style never to look behind but 
to press steadily forward to vic- 
tory. But the practical French sol- 
dier also reminded his troops that 
they had transformed their position 
into “an impregnable fortress.” 
“Your stout hearts will win.” 

Whether engaged in Morocco, or 
on the front in France, or in Gal- 
lipoli, GOURAUD always fought with 
his head. He prepared laboriously 
for every emergency, and in the 
ordeal his valor burned with a clear 
and steady light. In a crisis he 
fearlessly exposed himself. Shot 
through both legs and an arm in 
Gallipoli, he was told by the sur- 
geons that his arm could be saved 
by three months of treatment. 
“How soon could I go back to the 
front if my arm were cut off?” he 
asked. The answer was two months, 
and he decided to give up his arm. 

Some of the French commanders 
who distinguished themselves in 
the Great War had had but little 
battle exp2rience. GOURAUD had been 
fighting for twenty years in the 
Soudan, and as a lieutenant of 
LYAUTEY he showed remarkable 
ability as an administrator. His 
African record was superb from 
first to last, and it was character- 
istic of him to be proud of his asso- 
ciation with the Moroccan Brigade. 
No French soldier has been so 
quick to praise the behavior of 
American and British troops in the 
field as General GOURAUD. The 
palm for heroism in Gallipoli he 
gave to an Irish brigade, which 
lived through a hell of Turkish fire 
and carried the enemy’s trenches. 
Fine in his sentiments and gener- 
ous in his estimates of others, this 
French officer cannot be too highly 
honored by American soldiers. 


THE BRIDGE BUILDERS. 


The ceremonies attending the span- 
ning of the river by the first cable 
for the Hudson River Bridge were 
altogether of good augury. Certain 
recent controversies had only faint 
echo. Lieut. Gov. LEHMAN possibly 
had one of them in mind when he 
remarked that “ no part of the great 
“port can hope to profit at the ex- 
“ pense of any other part.” Senator 
KNIGHT touched on the dispute be- 
tween the Port Authority and the 
Bridge and Tunnel Commission only 
to say that it would be foolish to 
carry on with two agencies where 
one would suffice. The whole em- 
phasis of the occasion was on unity 
—unity of purpose, unity of func- 
tion, unity of spirit among all those 
who are interested in the develop- 
ment of the port region as a whole, 
on whichever side of the river they 
may happen to live and conduct 
their affairs. 

Behind the public men who graced 
yesterday’s occasion stood the engi- 
neers. They were met to celebrate 
the larger social and political sig- 
nificance of what is after all a phys- 
ical bond—a cable, a rope of wire 
strands hoisted from the river bot- 
tom. Here were the two great tow- 
ers, nearly a mile apart; somehow 
they must be joined. The wire rope 
that was raised yesterday is merely 
one of forty that will carry.the foot- 
bridges from which the main cables 
will be spun. Mr. O. H. AMMANN, 
chief engineer of the bridge, telis us 
just how it is going to be done. One 
reads of cold drawn wire and spin- 
ning wheels and cable saddles and 


.“ squeezers,” of cables made of 26,474 


wires, each so strong that it would 
sustain the pull of ten heavy horses 
without breaking. They will have to 
be-strong, those four cables, to sup- 
port trains and trucks and motor 
cars in addition to their own. not 
inconsiderable weight! If stretched 
out in one length, the wire which 
the Roeblings are now making for 
the bridge would reach half way 
to the moon. 

Steel made by the open-hearth 
process is cast into ingots fourteen 
inches square and five feet long. 
They are rolled down to two inches, 
cut into thirty-foot billets, rolled 
again into round rods, tempered, 
cold drawn through holes of succes- 
sively ‘decreasing diameter. Finally, 
reduced to a little less than the 
thickness of a lead pencil, the wire 
is wound on reels, thirty miles of 
wire to a reel. After the foot- 
bridges are in place—the wire ropes 
that are being slung across the tow- 
ers this week will ultimately be cut 
up for “ suspenders ”"—the work of 
spinning begins. Spinning wheels 
traveling on an endless chain to and 
fro pull one loop of wire after an- 
other across the river to the anchor- 
ages on each side: 434 wires make 
a strand, sixty-one strands a cable. 
When all the strands are in place 
and have just the right sag, the 
squeezer comes along to give the 
final touch. It is capable of exerting 
a pressure of about a thousand 
pounds to the square.inch. Under 
its gentle ministrations the cross 
section changes from a hexagon of 
bundles of wire to a circle three feet 
in diameter, to all intents and pur- 
poses a single cable, only of course 
infinitely stronger and more man- 
ageable. 

Later each cable has to be 
wrapped in seizing wire to hold the 
main wire in place after the removal 
of the squeezer. At intervals steel 
bands are placed around the cables 
to carry the suspenders. Then they 
are allowed to rest awhile and 
stretch by their own weight before 
they are finally wrapped and paint- 
ed. against corrosion. The whole 
undertaking involves no untried op- 
erations, Mr. AMMANN assures US, 
this type of steel wire cable having 
been used in all large cable bridges 
since JOHN A. ROEBLING first spun 
it over Brooklyn Bridge. But the 
engineers are now able to spin the 
cables faster than has ever been 
done before, so that this great 
bridge over the Hudson, 200 feet 
high, 8,800 feet long, joining the 
highway systems of two commonh- 
wealths, may be opened to traffic 
in 1932. 


MEN AND INSECTS. 


Just as word comes from Russia 
of plans for bigger farms and col- 
lective cultivation, a world-known 
authority on entomology, Professor 
Brues of Harvard, announces that 
because of the menace of pests that 
thrive on great farms and ranches 
it will be necessary in America to 
go back to small holdings and indi- 
vidual husbandry. In the warfare 
that goes on unceasingly between 
man and insects, the insects are win- 
ning on the big farm fronts. One un- 
familiar with ferm processes would 
ask why pests cannot be fought by 
mass attack and the use of mechan- 
ical devices with more success than 
by the defensive. measures of num- 
berless embattled individual ferm- 
ers, each fighting for the protection 
of his own garden patch or field or 
orchard. 

However this may be—and it ts 
not wholly a matter for entomolo- 
gists to determine—what Professor 
BRUES says brings to public notice 
the interminable warfare which is 
being carried on without noise of 
battle and communiqués between 
man and the most threatening of his 
enemies. A few months ago the 
Field Marshal of the American in- 
sect-fighting forces, Dr. LUCIAN 
OsstAN HOWARD, speaking of this 
struggle by man with his “ most im- 
portant rivals,” said that he did uot 
despair of the outcome, but that a 
special army of investigators, re- 
search men, is needed behind the 
fighters at the front if we are to 
hasten this victory, which means at 
best not the complete extermination 
of the enemy but only his control. 
The very vehicles of man’s flight 
over seas and across continents en- 
able these Lilliputians to carry on. 
their campaigns all the way eround 
the world, whereas, till lately, they 
were stepped by seas or mountains. 

How their columns multiply is 
suggested by one example cited by 
this master of entomological science 
and tactics. He quotes an approved 
estimate which states that under 
favoring conditions the plant lice 
descended from one individual of 
one species in a single season 
would weigh more than five times 
as much as all the people of 
the world. These serried hosts of 
creatures, of enormous fecundity, 
of amazing powers of adaptation 
and of rapidity in flight, with no 
long ‘period of infancy or of age 
infirmity—creatures that have their 
skeletons on the outside of their 
bodies for armor and yet have 
great flexibility of movement—”“ so 
“incomparably better armed, better 
“equipped than ourselves”—it is 
they that are not only our greatest 
rivals, but, as MAETERLINCK goes so 
fa¥ as to say, are “perhaps our 
successors.” 

The giant monsters and the lesser 
wild beasts are no longer a menace 
to the human race. It is the swarm 
that most seriously disturbs his 





— comfort, threatens his fu-' 





ture food supply, robs trees of their 
shadows. and works universal havoc. 
They of the swarm had their habi- 
tation here millions of years before 
man came, and they have learned 
through that longer time to habitu- 
ate. themselves to the planet which 
they share with us, The lion and 
the lizard may keep the courts of 
Jamshyd, but if we ever quit our 
habitations it will be the insects that 
will drive us out. Our best interna- 
tional policy is to unite in fighting 
insects. 


THE NEW YORK-BERMUDA 
SEADROME. 


Flying to Bermuda between sun- 
rise and sunset would be practicable 
if the plan of a New York seadrome 
airway syndicate could be realized. 
The discovery of a plateau about 
four miles square and 3,600 feet 
above the surrounding floor of the 
ocean by the Naval Hydrographic 
Office renews interest in the project 
of landing platforms on the ocean 
for airplanes. It was conceived by 
EDWARD R. ARMSTRONG, a former 
navel officer. It seems that in a 
report by Admiral EvANs there was 
mention of a shelf raised above the 
bed of the sea at a point about half 
way between New York and Ber- 
muda. Recently Secretary ADAMS or- 
dered the hydrographic ship Hanni- 
bal to make a survey, and the pla- 
teau was found. Its surface is of red 
clay, good material for anchoring a 
seadrome by cables. About 16,500 
feet long, they would be attached to 
the anchors, which have been de- 
scribed as “ double-faced mushroom, 
“sixteen feet in diameter and weigh- 
“ ing 30,000 pounds.” The platform is 
to be 100 feet above the sea. Experi- 
ments made with models in tanks at 
Wilmington seem to demonstrate 
that the roughest water would not 
make it too unsteady for the landing 
of an airplane. 

The hope of constructing such 
stopping places all the way across 
the Atlantic will be strengthened if 
the New York-Bermuda seadrome 
proves practicable. But the Atlantic 
is almost everywhere deep. Sound- 
ings taken in many localities give 
little hope that plateaus will be 
found at regular intervals. The in- 
ventor is satisfied that a beginning 
can be made at the depth reported 
by the Hydrographic Office almost 
midway between New York and Ber- 
muda, There may be an established 
air service to Bermuda by way of 
the first sea landing, equipped with 


hangars and a hotel for passengers | 
who may be stormbound. A steel 


company at Chester, Pa., is getting 
material ready for the structure, 
which will be assembled at Cape 
May. There is talk of having the 
platform anchored in the Spring to 
receive airplanes. The inventor is 
not a mere dreamer, judging from 
his essociation with important engi- 
neering problems at Wilmington. 


AN INTERNATIONAL FOREST 
PARK. 


The project of the Quetico-Su- 
perior Council to conserve about 
10,000,000 acres of lakes and forest 
lands in Northern Minnesota and 
Southern Ontario is very interesting. 
The region, locally known as the 
Rainy Lake watershed, contains one 
of the finest stands of virgin pine 
aad other timber rémaining in the 
central part of the continent. The 
project is to be international. The 
area is to be, in part, retained in its 
present primitive condition, and in 
part harvested for timber on a con- 
servative basis. In support of the 
plan are many leading conserva- 
tion organizations and individuals in 
this country and in Canada. 

The Rainy Lake region lies 
athwart the border. In order to 
preserve it most effectively, the 
adjacent lands on both sides should 
be set aside as government reserva- 
tions. Already two small areas are 
thus controlled—one in Canada, 
called the Quetico Provincial Park, 
and the other in Minnesota, known 
as the Superior Nationa] Forest. The 
Council proposes that an interna- 
tional board be created to guide and 
direct the work of preserving the 
area. In order best to achieve this, 
it suggests that a treaty be signed 
between the two countries. 

Even if the practical obstacles in 
the way of a treaty prove to be 
insurmountable, there is no reason 
why the two countries cannot, each 
acting separately, set aside the lands 
so that they will be preserved. The 
administration, as suggested by the 
Quetico-Superior Council, presents 
bureaucratic difficulties, as it pos- 
tulates a policy which is half way 
between that of the present practice 
of the national parks and of the 
national forests. The former, it 
will be recalled, have as their pur- 
pose to set aside for all time in their 
original natural condition such areas 
as have special educational, scenic 
or recreational value. The latter 
are to preserve for future genera- 
tions the remaining public forest 
lands of the nation, with the distinct 
understanding that they are to be 
harvested as needed. . 

The suggestion of the Council is 
one which might well be adopted as 
a permanent policy of the Forest 
Service. It is that all visible shores 
of lakes, rivers, streams and islands 
uhder public control shall be kept 
free from logging, flooding, draining 
and all other forms of exploitation. 
The same pyinciple might well cover 
roads alsa On those hinterland 
areas not visible from the water- 
weys (and iets (ie the forests 





may be cropped in accordance with 
modern forest practices for a con- 
tinual supply of timber, In this 
manner the potential economic re- 
sources of the forests will be avail- 
able ‘at the same time that the scenic 
and recreational values o: the area 
remain unspoiled. ~ 

The project is one which deserves 
the careful study. by: the govern- 
ments recommended by the Quetico- 
Superior Council. Owing: to its in- 
ternational character it will not be 
easy to work out the details of a 
practical plan. But the region should 
be preserved as an example of the 
wilderness that the pioneers in the 
northern Middle West knew when 
they opened up the country three 
generations ago.

New Money citizen who has cash 

for transactions with a 
Old. bank will be able to 
avail himself of a 
sample or two of the new paper cur- 
rency of the United States, proudly 
proclaimed by the government as 
combining the attributes of beauty 
and convenience with economy. For 
printing money henceforth will cost 
Uncle Sam $1,500,000 less per year. 
The new bills will not overlap vocket 
wallets, will be practically impossi- 
ble to counterfeit and will provide a 
new and improved picture gallery of 
the worthies of the Republic. Jerrer- 
SON will not be often seen by gam- 
blers and other superstitious people, 
for an envious Republican mint has 
put his visage on the $2 bill. Mapison 
however, who ornaments the $5,000 
bill, will be seen even less by most 
of us. 

The five and ten franc notes of 
France and the ten shilling and 
pound notes of England conform 
more to the size of the new Ameri- 
can currency than they did to the 
old. But ours will be issued on far 
stouter stock than the fragile notes 
of France and even the tougher bills 
of Great Britain. In no denomination 
will the new money be so large as 
the fifty, hundred, five hundred and 
thousand franc notes or the five 
pound and upward paper of the 
British. 

The new bills will look strange to 
every one, but to none more strange 
than to returning travelers. Yet the 
fact that the currency is smaller 
than when they departed will not 
make more infrequent the classic 
salutation: ‘‘ Here’s some real money 
again!’’

in York made by casual 

New Yerk. Visitors are strikingly 

similar. It is not sur- 
prising that newcomers should be 
impressed by the same obvious faults 
or beauties of the city, nor that flat- 
tering comments should outnumber 
criticisms. Occasionally a_ visitor 
tells interviewers what is wrong with 
their town, but more often the 
harsher opinions are reserved for the 
information of the folks at home. 

A caller of this description has 
written to The Vancouver Star about 
the rudeness he has uniformly en- 
countered here. ‘‘The average New 
Yorker looks upon“his neighbor with 
suspicion and takes it for granted 
that he is either a scoundrel or a 
fool.” As for his view of the 
stranger within his gates, ‘‘the aver- 
age New Yorker,’”’ according to our 
critic, is hostile, gives directions how 
to get. somewhere grudgingly, and 
watches like a hawk for the slightest 
error in money matters. 

This visitor must have had excep- 
tionally unfortunate experiences. He 
found the hotel clerks and servants 
behaving ‘‘as if they suspected your 
principal business in New York was 
to rob their hotel.’* Clerks in shops, 
theatre ticket sellers, street car con- 
ductors and subway guards, as well 
as pedestrians in the streets, all gave 
him ‘‘an impression of hardness and 
cruelty that is not obtained in any 
other city I have been in.’’ We are 
fortunate in having few visitors with 
such unfriendly memories of us. 


Reports have got 
around that a recent 
statute of the State 
» of Maine discrimi- 

nates against non- 
residents who go there to camp. An 
act of the last Legislature seemed 
to forbid them to ‘‘enter upon any 
unorganized townships during the 
months of May to December and 
kindle fires thereon while camping.” 
It was also provided that such per- 
sons must be “‘in charge of a régis- 
tered guide.’?’ Thus it looked as if 
there might be trouble for campers 
and hikers coming from outside the 
State. . 

However, a learned Deputy Attor- 
ney General has given to the Maine 
Development Commission a reassur- 
ing ‘interpretation of the law. He 
holds that the latest statute must be 
taken in connection with the entire 
body of previous legislation on the 
same subject. Almost all the exist- 
ing acts are said to be ‘‘relative to 
fishing and hunting.” Accordingly, it 
is fair to assume that the restrictions 
referred to, imposed upon non-resi- 
dents, are intended only for those 
who fish or: hunt. All others may 
camp or tramp and make fires, if 
they need them, at their pleasure. 

This Daniel come. to judgment 
seems to be a reasonable man. At 
any rate, his interpretation of the 
law will ‘“‘go” unless or until it may 
be challenged in the courts. For 
this season, at least, it will be safe 
for non-residents to expect to enjoy 
the same privileges in Maine which 
have been freely accorded them 
before.

BRIDGES OR TUNNELS. 


The Former, Declares Engineer, Are 
More to Be Desired. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The problem of connecting the sev- 
eral boroughs of Greater New York 
with additional bridges or tunnels is 
a gigantic one which few engineers 
seem fully to comprehend, and thus 
the laymen flounder around in a sea 
of misinformation. The ‘executives 
of the city face an almost superhu- 
man task, both in a physical and in 
a financial sense, and it is to be 
regretted that such matters must be- 
come the football of politics. Con- 
sidering the fact that it would re- 
quire the expenditure of billions of 
dollars to solve completely the tran- 
sit problems of the metropolitan 
area, the chief executive of the city 
is to be congratulated in effecting 
so much with only a few hundred 
millions to spend. He would be much 
aided if the people would only give 
him whole-hearted support instead 
of proffering so much heedless criti- 
cism. Engineers are very much to 
blame for the unsettled condition of 
many much-needed crossings, by 
their selfish advice, instead of giv- 
ing opinions based on well estab- 
lished engineering data and sound 
economic principles. 

The question of whether to build 
bridges or tunnels is much dis- 
cussed, but, as a prominent rapid 
transit official said recently, the pub- 
lic seems to have gone crazy over 
subterranean transit lines and tun- 
nels. I discussed the matter of river 
tunnels with Mr. Holland a _ short 
time before his death, and he said 
that he would in no case recommend 
a tunnél where a bridge was pos- 
sible. 

It is a well-established fact that 
for the same total expenditure a 
bridge can be built with from. four 
to six times the traffic capacity as 
would result from the building of a 
tunnel. The bridge would carry its 
passengers out in the open air and 
sunlight, and afford a most inspir- 
ing view of its surroundings. The 
approaches to 4 bridge can easily be 
constructed in branches. to afford 
access to it from various districts 
and directions. The fallacy that the 
approaches to a bridge spoil more 
property for right of way than do 
those of a tunnel is repeated over 
and over again by those who have 
not given the matter the serious 
consideration it warrants. I can 
guarantee to build bridge approaches 
with only a fraction of the absolute- 
ly ruined right of way of tunnel 
approaches, which cannot be util- 
ized im any manner except at pro- 
hibitive cost. 

Last but not least, the tunnel ad- 
vocates are silent about the very 
lame success of the Canal Street 
tunnel under the Hudson River. Let 
any one who doubts this take a drive 
through it, to get the full benefit of 
the hazy atmosphere, the bad odors 
and the slippery roadway. How soon 
is the truth going to come out about 
the danger to the health of habitual 
users of the tunnel? This might be 
tested by the effect on the tunnel 
police force. Just as a matter of 
curiosity, it would be of interest to 
see a full financial statement of the 
Canal Street tunnel, with all charges 
of every kind listed. 

Engineering is an exact science, 
and when wrong decisions are made 
bad results are bound to occur, and 
not infrequently such works are a 
financial failure where, with a 
proper analysis of the problem, suc- 
cess might have resulted. When bad 


judgment is exercised in making the 
lans, accidents to the structure and 
ts users may occur, but this must 
not be blamed on science or engi- 
neering, as it is almost always due 
to faulty conclusions and design.

THE HIGH COST OF ICE. 


Apartment Dweller Complains of 

Short Weight and Long Prices. 
To the Editor of The New York T:mes: 

Isn’t there a law governing the 
weight and price of retail ice sold 
by small dealers to apartment house 
dwellers? I, like thousands of other 
cave dwellers in a big city, am at the 
mercy of a dealer who drives around 
in a splendid motor truck supplying 
small squares of ice for large prices. 
The blocks of ice for which he 
charges fifteen cents average in 
weight about ten pounds and in the 
hot weather last about four hours. 
This means that if one desires to 
keep food fresh, one must buy a 
twenty-five cent piece which weighs 
about eighteen pounds, or buy two 
Pieces a day at the rate of thirty 
cents, 

This ice man has no scales in his 
truck—he simply cuts. from a large 
block a certain number of fifteen- 
cent pieces. It does not matter to 
him whether the large block has 
melted considerably during his hours 
of driving it around in tbe truck; the 
consumer rierely gets a smaller piece 
eg he pockets the same amount for 

During the Winter, when ice is not 
such a dire necessity, I have known 
him to bring as much as twenty-five 
pounds for fifteen cents, glad to pct 
rid of it in fact. I have no objection 


to my ice man being a prosperous 
property owner and 2njoying the lux-4 
ury of cars if he gets his money 
through honest weight, but I do not 
believe that ice measured out as I 
have described conforms with the 
laws which govern such matters. 

It will mean a reduction in the cost 
of living when every one can be pos- 
sessed of an electric or gas insta‘la- 
tion which freezes ice in the home, 
and when there will be no more need 
for ice men’s muddy feet trampin 
into freshly cleaned kitchens an 
charging prohibitive prices for little 
cubes of ice. . WARREN.

been known to spread the disease.

By making studies of the parasites 
; found in the intestinal tract, .of ‘mon- 
, Kéys taken in the deep jupgles where 

it. is reasonably certain they have 

had no contact with humans it may 
; be possible to determine or at least 
| throw additional light on this 
| question. 

.Dr. Clark discovered a type of ma-

Other Malaria Studies. 


“Studies of malaria in monkeys have 
been carried out in Brazil and other 


parts of the tropical world. It has 
mever been definitely _ determined 
whether malaria in a monkey can 
be transmitted by the mosquito car- 
rier to a human. This would be a 
difficult fact to establish, but’ ex- 
for mee ation would be possible by 
noculating a human subject with 
parasites from a monkey infected 
with malaria. Malaria is not so dan- 
gerous a disease as to make such a 
test impracticable. 

Dr. Shultz will investigate partic- 
ularly the variation of types in 
monkeys for comparison with similar 
variations in humans. He has car- 
ried out. similar studies in Nica- 
ragua. . While the monkeys of this 
region are rather remotely removed 
in size and type from humans, Dr. 
Shultz’s studies may uncover addi- 
tional facts in the chain of evidence 
in support of the theory of evolution. 
Dr. Wislocki will make a general 
study of ‘the anatomy of the speci- 
mens, particularly from the point of 
view of ‘reproduction. These inves- 
tigations will supplement studies 
along the same lines made by Dr. 
Shultz and Dr. Wislocki. on the oc- 
casional specimens received at Johns 
| Hopkins from zoological gardens in 
the United States. The wealth of 
material that should be at hand and 
the conditions under which it will be 
examined will be of great advantage 
in their work. 

This will be the first field investiga- 
' tion of the Gorgas Memorial Labora- 
| tory, which was opened here on 
April 2. Drs. Schultz and Wislocki are 
carrying out their studies under the 
auspices of the Institute for Re- 
, Search in Tropical America.

Jain Sect Wins Right to Clothe Age-Old Idol; 





LONDON, July 9.—The highest 
tribunal of the British Empire, the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, today ended the litigation 
begun twenty-odd years ago concern- 
ing the waistband of an ancient 
stone idol in Central India. 

For 500 years the idol has stood in 
the Jain temple at Shirpur and has 
been revered, equally by two Jain 
sects. One, the Digambari sect, who 
are the appellants in the present 
case, keep their idols uncovered. 
The other, the Swetambari sect, 
drape theirs with jewelry and orna- 
ments. 

Both sects claimed the Shirpur idol.

DISEASE RESISTANCE 


Stefansson and Andersen Show 
a Marked Improvement in 
Health After Year’s Trial. 








NO ILL EFFECTS SUFFERED 





Investigator Says Both Men Slept 
Well, Ate Heartily and Fought 


Off All Ailments. 





Results of the year’s trial of an ex- 
clusive meat diet, which was under- 
taken by the Arctic explorer Vilhjal- 
mur Stefansson and a: companion, 
R. M. Andersen, are reported in this 
week’s issue of The Journal of the 
American’Medical Association by Dr. 
Clarence: W. Lieb of New York. Dr. 
Lieb asserts that the: results were 
beneficial to health. 

Excessive meat ered is not only not 
not injurious, Dr. Lieb says, but the 
experiments tended to show that 
health was improved, ‘resistance’ to 
disease strengthene@ and the sub- 
jects underwent no variation from 
normal health. Furthermore, it was 
noted that Mr. Andersen's hair 
stopped falling out. The experi- 
ments were undertaken under rigor- 
ous clinical conditions by a commit- 
tee of scientists under Dr. Raymond 
Pearl of Johns Hopkins. 

Dr. Lieb says that the effects of 
the exclusive meat diet on Mr. 
Stefansson and Mf. Andersen show 
that neither lost any weight except 
for 2.5 kilograms which Mr. Stefens- 
son lost and which he considered ex- 
cessive weight. Continuing, the ar- 
ticle says: 

“In neither. subject was there a 
decrease in physical vigor. Both led 
sedentary lives throughout the ex- 
periment. No subjective nor objective 
signs or symptoms of a decreage in 
physical vigor was. observed. The 
same holds true of their mental vigor. 
Both men appeared ruddier at the 
end of the experience than at the be- 
ginning. As for heat tolerance, Mr. 
Andersen affirms that he endured 
last Summer’s heat better than dur- 
ing former yéars. In neither case has 
there been any deterioration of the 
teeth, P es r 

“In regard to pulse,. temperature. 
and sleep there was no variation 
from the normal and usual. Mr. An- 
'dersen noted that his hair ‘stopped 
falling out shortly after the meat diet 
was started and that the progressive 
!loss has been checked u date. 
Stefansson averaged about 2,650 cal- 
ories a day, 2,100 calories consisting 
of fat and 550 of. protein. Mr. An- 
dersen averaged about 2,620 a day, 
2,110 calories consisting of fat and 
510 of protein. Carbohydrates in the 
meat varied between 20 and 50 cai- 
ories a day.’’ ; 

The studies on Mr. Stefansson, 
which were intensively made from 
every clinical angle, started on: Feb. 
13, 1928, at the Russell Sage Institute 
of Pathology at Bellevue Hospita:. 
His meat diet experiment ended 
March 8, 1929. Dr: Lieb reports that 
Mr. Stefansson was tested during the 
experiment with an excessively high 
protein, minimal fat diet, and as a 
result became ill. By returning to 
the meat diet he recovered and the’ 
experiment was continued the rest of 
sar year, feeding the patient meat 
only. 

The meat diet raised the resistance 
of both ainst disease, the report 
shows. r. Andersen successfully 
overthrew an attack of pneumonia. 

“Of interest in this dietary regimen 
was the apparent absence of monot- 
ony, the report continues. ‘‘The 
subjects rarely craved for other food 
than meat products. Most of the 
meat eaten was cold storage meat, 
The meat was usually boiled or 
stewed, the inside being left rare. 

“Neither milk nor its products were 
used. Coffee, black tea and water 
were the sole beverages and, of 
course, unsweetened. sually four 
meals were taken by Stefansson, but 
three by Andersen each day. The 
food was always relished and com- 
plete satiety resulted after eating. 
No headeaches or digestive symp- 
toms, other than those as the resuit 
of eating lean meat, were experi- 
enced.”’ :

Labor 
Defense announced that the decision 
would not.change its plans and that 
it would continue to use the en- 
velopes. . : 

It was explained that the purpose 
of the printed matter in the en- 
velopes was to assist the fourteen 
textile strike leaders who were ar- 
rested after Chief of Police Aderholt, 
of Gastonia, N. C., met his death 
during a fight in which the police, 
strike-breakers and strikers partici- 
pated. 

Later in the day it was announced 
that the decision of Judge Thacher 
would not prevent the International 
Labor Defense from continuing, its 
work of informing workers of the 
facts as to the arrests and incarcera- 
tion of the labor leaders in Gastonia. 

After United States Attorney Tuttle 
and his. assistant, Samuel C. Cole- 
man, had presented the govern- 
ment’s case, Judge ‘Thacher said:. 

‘‘There is no question of the merits 
of the: labor controversy in question 
before the court. Neither’ is there 
any question of the right of men or 
women to express their opinion. The 
matter before the court relates to 
what is printed on the envelopés, 
which is chatacterized as scurritous 
and defamatdry and ‘may even be.re- 
garded as threatening.’ 

.The inclosures in the offendi 
envélopes disclose that Elizabet 
Gurley’ Flynn is chairman of the 
organization and Edward C. Went- 
worth is vice chairman. They allege 
that the mill workers in North Caro- 
lina receive only eight and ten dol- 
lars a week for twelve hours work 
a day, and that the strikera. are 
subjected to brutal treatment.

“The latest action of the Federal 
court in barring our envelopes gives 
assistance to the mill owners’ frame- 
up; but we will ignore the judge’s 
decision and continue to mail out 
these envelopes.

Lightning Accompanies Brief 
Storms and Two Homes 
Are Set on Fire. 





RELIEF PROMISED TONIGHT 


Washington, With Temperature of 
96, Gets Something Like a 
Snowstorm In Upper Alr, 


The heat wave which descended 
Friday upon the Atlantic seaboard 
continued unabated yesterday 
through its fifth day and added a toll 
of four heat deaths and 22 pros- 
trations to an already heavy casualty 
list. Three additional deaths, caused 
by drowning, but attributable indi- 
rectly to the oppressive heat and hu- 
midity which drove thousands of 
New Yorkers from the city to seek 
relief at seashore and mountain lake 
resorts, were reported. 

Just after midnight Monday, a 
thunder shower caused a drop of sev- 
eral degrees in temperature. Only 
-22 inches of rain fell in Manhattan, 
but in Brooklyn the fall was some- 
what heavier. About 5:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, a second thun- 
der shower drifted threateningly over 
the city. For about fifteen minutes 
it let loose a half-hearted drizzle of 
tepid rain. Then it passed off, leav- 
ing the steaming streets even hotter 
than before. This second shower 
was limited in scope, however, and 
was not felt at the Weather Bureau 
station atop the Whitehall Building, 
so that it was not officially recog- 
nized. Other showers are expected 
to bring slight but more permanent 
relief by tonight. 


Two Homes Hit by Lightning. 


Both storms were accompanied by 
lightning. During the early morn- 
ing storm lightning struck the ‘farm- 
house of Frank Dassanti at Albion, 
near Hammonton, N. J., setting it 
afire and forcing the. ten occupants 
to flee for their lives. The fire de- 
partment from Berlin, N. J., tried to 
save the house, but was unsuccess- 
ful. Three of the Berlin firemen 
were injured in fighting the blaze. 
They were Chief Herbert Boibe and 
George Duncan. who were burned 
about the face and hands, and Emil 
Warner, who suffered a fractured 
ankle. 


Lightning set fire also to the home 
of William J. Miller on the White 


Horse Pike in Centre Township. The 
Magnolia Fire Department extin- 
guished the flames after the roof of 
the house had been badly damaged. 
Walter W. Hunt, a Magnolia fire- 
man, fell through the skylight while 
hauling a hose line to the roof of the 
ra e and suffered burns of both 
rms. 

The morning thunderstorm sent the 
mercury toppling from near 80 to 
the day’s minimum of 71, which was 
reached at 6 A. M., but there it ral- 
lied and moved doggedly upward. By 
10 A. M. it had climbed ten degrees. 
The highest it got was 88 degrees at 
4 P. M., which was one degree lower 
than Monday’s maximum. But the 
humidity made up the difference. 
Beginning at 87 at-8 A. M., the 
humidity descended as the tempera- 
ture increased. Just before the af- 
ternoon storm it reached 51. Then 
it started un again. By 8 P. M. it 
registered 60. 

Official records of the Weather 
Bureau gave the hourly temperatures 
as follows: 
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Thousands Go to Beaches. 


The unusually torrid temperatures 
of the early morning hours started 
an early rush for the beaches, and 
by 10 A. M., subway,.elevated and 
surface lines running to Coney 
Island and electric trains of the 
Long Island Railroad running to the 
Rockaways and Long Beach were 
carrying what resembled rush-hour 
crowds. Excursion boats leaving the 
Battery for New Jersey and Hudson 
River resorts also carried exception- 
ally large crowds for a weekday. 

Weather Bureau records to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, downtown of- 
fice workers sweltering in the op- 
pressive heat voted the day the hot- 
test of the current season. There 
was a noticeable absence of coats 
and hats in the crowds milling about 
through lower Broadway. . 

In Elizabeth, N. J., Judge James 


F. Brown in the Police Court took 
official notice of the heat by sus- 
pending the rule requiring defen- 
dants, plaintiffs, court officials and 
the public to wear their coats in 
court. With shirt sleeves rolled 
high the Court disposed of the cases } 
on the docket.

At the office of Mr. Willys here it 
was said yesterday that he was in 
Toledo, but dispatches from that city 
said he was in Canada fishing. C. 
C. Mininger, president of the Elec- 
tric Auto-Lite Company, who was 
mentioned in Wall Street reports as 
one of the three purchasers of Mr. 
Willys’s holdings, said, according to 
a Toledo dispatch, that the deal, 
which had been pending for several 
weeks, had not been closed, so far as 
he knew. 

Wall Street information, however, 
was that Mr. Willys’s stock was 
about to be transferred, if it had not 
actually been transferred. George M. 
Jones, president of the Ohio Savings 
Bank and Trust Company of Toledo, 
is associated with Mr. Mininger in 
the purchase, according to reports 
here. 


Mr. Willys is rated as the largest 
individual stockholder in Willys- 
Overland, but he does not control 
the company. His stock is said to 
amount to 800,000 shares of common, 
worth more than $20,000,000 on the 
basis of yesterday’s closing prices. 
He has been the dominating figure 
in the company for years. It is un- 
derstood in Wall Street that he has 
anticipated his retirement by build- 
ing up an organization that will suc- 
ceed him when he steps out. No im- 
portant changes in the management 
would be occesioned by his retire- 
ment. 

Mr. Mininger, sajd to be the mov- 
ing spirit of the group that is buying 
Mr. Willys out, is one of the wealth- 
iest men in Ohio. As head of the 
Electric Auto-Lite Company he has 
been closely identified with the auto- 
motive industry for years. He has 
large investments in various com- 
panies besides Electric Auto-Lite, 
among them Willys-Overland.

Smoky, Blaze Chokes the Downtown District ; 
Ten Firemen Felled at Front St. Warehouse 





Acrid- smoke - blanketed the finan- 
cial, drug and.oil districts for two 
hours yesterday afternoon while fire- 
men battled a stubborn blaze which 
destroyed a government cotton ware- 
house at 72 Front Street. Ten fire- 
men were Overcome by the smoke, 
which caused discomfort to thousands 
as far away as Broadway and the 
Battery, and forced the closing of 
windows in many skyscrapers, de- 
spite the heat. 

The fire started on the second floor 
of the wa use’ ‘owned by ‘the 
American Trading Company of 96 
Wall Street and leased to the govern- 
ment for the storage of cotton sam- 
ples prior to their inspection. No one 
was in the building and at 1 P. M. 
when smoke was discovered seeping 
through the closed shutters the in- 
terior was a roaring furnace. 

Assistant Chief ‘‘Smoky Joe’’ Mar- 
tin, who with Fire Commissioner 
Dorman came on the second alarm, 
refused to permit his men to enter 
the building because of the danger 
from smoke, but mounted lines from 
the roof and windows of another 
government warehouse at 63 ‘Water 
Street; which is directly in the rear, 
and from the fire escapes on 
front of the’ burning building. 

Flames bursting from the windows 
of the warehouse forced the men 
from the fire escapes but the battle 
was renewed from the street. Fif- 
teen lines of hose were played on the 
building and two fireboats, the New

Yorker and the John’Purroy Mitchel, 
added the force of their-pumps.: Un- 
der the deluge the fire was confined 
to the building but was not extin- 
guished until it had destroyed the 
upper three floors of the four-story 
building. 

Because of the heat and the smoke 
the firemen were forced to work in 
relays.

But the smoke forced 
the occupants of the Arbuckle Build- 
ing at Water Street and Old Slip and 
another warehouse at 71 Water 
Street to leave their work. It also 
made its way into the I, R. T. sub- 
way through an emergency exit and 
caused some annoyance to passen- 
ers.

AGAINST STRIKERS 


Federal Court at New Orleans 
Acts on Plea of Street Car 
Company’s Bondholders. 


UNION OFFER IS REFUSED 





Traction Concern Announces Open 
Shop, Rebuffing Request of 
City Commission. 





NEW ORLEANS, July 9 (#).—The 
injunction sought by bondholders of 
New Orleans Public Service, Inc., to 
restrain striking car men from inter- 
fering with the operation of street 
cars or doing damage to the com- 
pany’s property, was granted by 
Judge Borah in the Federal court 
shortly after noon today. 

Upon receipt of the injunction, the 
United States Marshal swore in 250 
special deputies, armed them with 
revolvers and rifles and stationed 
them at the car barns. 

City officials, civic leaders and gov- 
ernment conciliators sought vainly 
all day to find a compromise ground 
for negotiations between the union 
and the traction company. 

Both sides were obdurate in their 
positions, the company, armed with 
the injunction, breaking off all rela- 
tions with the union and declarin 
an open shop policy, and union offi- 
cials declaring the men would not 


return to work until the union was. 


recognized. 
Police to Aid Federal Force. 


Car company officials and the Fed- 
eral marthal declined to say if an- 
other attempt would be made to op- 
erate street cars with strikebreakers. 
Previous attempts caused the killing 
of two strikers, brought injury to 
anseece and much damage to prop- 
erty. 


Chief of Police Ray assured the: 


marshal, Victor Loisel, of the full 
cooperation of the police in '‘main- 
taining order. 

Realizing the acute_ situation, 
Henry B. Dynes and W. H. Rodgers, 
sent here by the. Federal Department 
of Labor at the request of the union, 
called on the street car company and 
union officials and offered their ser- 
vices as conciliators. Mr. Dynes said 
they were received cordially by both 
sides and arrangements were made 
for future conferences which they 
hope will bring results. 

When the Public Service Company 
notified the City Commission of its 
refusal to accept the compromise of- 
fered by the union which the com- 
mission had requested the company 
to accept, Mayor O’Keefe called a 
hurried. meeting of leading. citizens 
to aid in breaking the deadlock. 

A committee was appointed to go 
into the case, and it is expected to 
report tomorrow. 


Car Company Refuses Union Offer. 


In its letter to the City Commission 
the car company said: 

“In view of what has happened 
since our offer was rejected, and the 
utter disregard of the property rights 
of this company, we can no longer 
bind ourselves for the future to any 
contract with this union, and subject 
ourselves and the community to a 
repetition of the present lawlessness 
and strikes and threatened .strikes 
during the life and at the termi- 
nation of each contract. 

‘‘All the board of directors !s will- 
ing to say is that if its former em- 
ployes decide to go back to work, 
the company shall be glad to take 
them all back as individuals, wheth- 
er they wish to be members:of the 
union or not..” 

The union had offered to send the 
men back to work if the union was 
recognized immediately and_ ar- 
rangements made for negotiations 
for a new working contract. The 
union abandoned its demand for ar- 
bitration of discipline and dismissals 
of the men,

LESS HOME COOKING 


Brooklyn Union Witness at Rate 
Hearing Says Families Go 
to Restaurants. 








SEES INSTALLING COSTS UP 





House Consumption Has Fallen, He 
Asserts, but Equipment Must 
Still Be Furnished. 





The consumption of gas in its re- 
lations with the changing phases of 
preparing and serving food featured 
the proceedings yesterday before the 
Public Service Commission on the 
fight of the Brooklyn Union Gas 
Company for authority to charge 95 
cents for the first 200 cubic feet of 
gas or less, and 9 cents a foot there- 
after. 

Cornelius M. Sheehan, counsel for 
the Bushwick Civic Forum, cross- 
questioned F. C. Hamilton, expert 
witness for the company. An ex- 
hibit offered by the witness showed 
that during the last seven years gas 
meters in restaurants increased 199 
per cent, in laundries 116 per cent 
and in delicatessens 138 per cent. 
Mr. Sheehan asked the witness: 

“The passing of the free lunch 
served in saloons had something to 
do with the increased business done 
by restaurants, didn’t it?’’ 

Mr. Hamilton explained that the 
figures in the exhibit covered the 
period from 1927 to 1928, after the 
prohibition law went into effect. The 
apparent gap spe of the exhibit was 
to show that less work was done in 
homes now than was done formerly. 

But Mr. Sheehan asked for more 
details about the delicatessen busi- 
ness, to discover just how it hap- 
pened that the witness knew that 
“many thousands of gas_ stoves 
which glowed in homes during meal 
times a few’ years ago now remain 
dull and cold.’’ He asked: 

“Did you ever personally visit a 
delicatessen store?”’ 

‘Oh, yes,’’ replied Mr. Hamilton, 
“and I noticed that the hams were 
prepared by outside concerns instead 
of being cooked on the premises.”’ 

“Did you see potato salad?’’ 
queried Mr. Sheehan. 

“T did,’’ replied the witness. 

“And potato chips?’”’ 

Yes.’ 

Mr. Hamilton was questioned about 
his earlier statements concerning new 
housing in the area served by the 
gas company and the costs of in- 
stalling new distributing equipment. 
He admitted that he had made no 
analysis particularly of Brooklyn, 
and that he had attempted no classi- 
fication of the poor and well-to-do 
consumers of gas. : 

Commissioner George R: Lunn 
questioned the witness, who said 
that -the present. flat rate charged 
by the company was discriminatory, 
but that under the proposed rate 
the discrimination would be reduced 
to a minimum. Dr. John Bauer, 
the city’s expert, drew from the wit- 
ness an admission that to a certain 
extent the proposed rate would force 
the poorer classes to pay part of a 
distributing system which would not 
benefit them. 

Two motions made by Maurice 
Hotchner, a. special counsel for the 
city, and Jacob Brenner, counsel for 
the Ridgewood Taxpayers Associa- 
tion, were denied. One of them was 
that the testimony of Mr. Hamilton 
be stricken out because he had failed 
to qualify as an expert and had also 
failed to substantiate his statement 
that the Wor people, considered as 
good gas ‘customers, would be fa- 
vorably affected by the proposed 
rate. The other was that if the com- 
pany wanted increased revenues 3t 
should ask for them instead of seek- 
ing a new form of charging. The

MOSHER BOY, 16, DIES 
OF STRANGE MALADY 


Victim of Tropical Blood Disease 





_ Succumbs at Seaside Hospital 


‘After 12 Transfusions. 





PARASITES BELIEVED CAUSE 





Ailment Similar to Kala-azar—Lad’s 
Fight for Life Stirred World- 
Wide Interest. 





George Mosher Jr., the 15-year-old 
victim of a mysterious tropical dis- 
ease for which no cure was discov- 
ered and whose fight for life aroused 
world-wide interest for the past three 
weeks, died at 5 P. M. yesterday at 
the Seaside Hospital, New Dorp 
Beach, S. I. He had been ill three 
months, At his bedside yesterday 
were his father, George Mosher, of 
351 West Fifty-first Street, and his 
three sisters, Harriet, Katherine and 
Elizabeth, who had been summoned 
at noon when hope for his life was 
abandoned. 

Early last April George, then 14, 
was a healthy, athletic youngster. 
Then his father noticed he was list- 
less, apathetic, that his appetite was 
poor, that he was losing weight. He 
took George to the family physician, 
who treated him for some weeks, but 
the boy grew worse. He ran a coa- 
tinual fever. His father, a widower 
in poor circumstances, took the boy 
to the Polyclinic Hospital. 

_There George’s disease was tenta- 
tively diagnosed as kala-azar, or 
black fever, a dread tropical infec- 
tion transmitted by an insect bite, 
said to be fairly common in India, 
China, Egypt and other Eastern 
countries. The physicians attending 
George said the kala-azar parasites, 
known as Leishman-Donovan bodies, 
had entered the boy’s blood stream 
and were devouring his red blood 
corpuscles. To keep him alive they 
gave him two blood transfusions. 
They emphasized, however, that the 
transfusions were in no sense acure 
for the disease, but merely a stav- 
ing off of death. This theory was 
borne out by the fact that the boy 
grew temporarily better after each 
transfusion but, as soon as the fresh 
blood had been absorbed by the para- 
sites, relapsed into a critical condi- 

on. : 

Sea air, the physicians said, might 
help, and the boy was taken to Sea-. 
side Hospital, maintained by St. 
John’s Guild, early in June. Two 
more transfusions were resorted to 
and on June. 20 it was announced 
that the hospital had no more-avail- 
able funds to pay blood donors. 

Publication of George’s need 
brought instantaneous response. On 
the following day seventy persons 
offered their blood and nmumerous 
contributions, ranging from $10 to 
$100, were sent in from all parts of 
the world. From that time:on there 
was no dearth cf blood or money for 
George. More than $1,000 was for- 
warded to him and 980 persons, in- 
cluding 175 women, offered their 
blood free. 

Eight more transfusions were re- 
sorted to from time to time, but 
George grew steadily worse. An in- 
tensive search for the nature and 
cure of the disease was undertaken 
by a number of doctors, headed by 
Dr. Gaylord W. Graves, a specialist 
in blood diseases. The diagnosis of 
kala-azar was abandoned, although 
it is sti believed that the boy suf- 
fered from a parasitic blood dis- 
ease similar to kala-azar. 

Hundreds of telegrams from all 
parts of the world were received 
Friday. a week ago, George’s fif- 
teenth birthday, most of them offer- 
ing sympathy and miany suggesting 
diversified cures. Many flowers aiso 
were sent. Two weeks ago three 
faith healers were admitted to 
George’s bedside. They prayed for 
half an hour. He failed to im- 
prove. 

The last blood transfusion was 
given on Thursday. Dr. Graves said 
last night that the parasites had 
‘‘sipped George’s life away.’’ When 
the news of the boy’s death perme- 
ated the hospital a gloom settled over 
the entire medical and nursing staff. 

An autopsy will be performed by 
Dr. George P. Mord, Richmond 
County Assistant Medical Examiner, 
to endeavor to determine the nature 
of the disease, if the consent of his 
father is given. No funeral plans 
had been made last night. 


WILL PAY HUSBAND’S FINE. 


Ridgefield Park Woman Forgives 
Him After Charging Beating.

RIDGEFIELD PARK, N. J., July 
9.—Mrs. Emma Schilling, the young 
woman who. caused her husband, 
Charles, to be jailed for mistreating 
her. on June 27, because she refused 
to have any more children, has now 


raised the money herself to pay his 
defaulted fine and release him on 
Thursday. 

The reconciliation of the couple 
was effected in the Hackensack jail 
today, although at ‘the time of. their 
quarrel Mrs. Schilling was so de- 
termined that her husband be pun- 
ished that she risked poverty with 
her five children by having him 
arrested. Schilling, a painter, was 
their only support. 

Since the cause of their dispute 
was aired in the local magistrate’s 
court a number of people have come 
forward with proffers of aid to Mrs. 
Schilling. Since her marriage seven 
years ago, she has had six children, 
one of whom died. 

When Schilling was arraigned be- 
fore Judge Alfred Fleischmann after 
his arrest on a charge of disorderly 
conduct, his wife told the court that 
he had beaten her severely, She 
had protested to him, she said, that 
her life would be endangered if she 
had another child.

There 
upon the plan will be submitted to 
Mayor Walker and the Board of Esti- 
mate for app-zoval. 


Medical Control Shifted. 

Under the plan as at present out- 
lined, the custody of all prisoners 
will stay with the Department of 
Correction, but medical care will be 
entirely in charge of the Hospital 
Department. Commissioner Schroe- 
| der will staff all clinics and hospitals 
and physicians now on the Depart- 
ment of Correction payroll will pass 
under the authority of the other de- 
partment, 

The Welfare Island building now 
used by the Department of Correce 
tion for a hospital will be recon- 
structed and used wholly for persons 
needing medical care. Cell blocks in 
Correction Hospital will be convert« 
ed into bed spaces. 

‘We will take in all institutional 
hospitals and clinics now under the 
Department of Correction, and also 
the new hospitals and infirmaries to 
be built for that departme::t,"’ Dr. 
Schroeder said. ‘‘But all that this 
department will be concerned with is 
medical care.

It is Commissioner 
Schroeder’s job to care for people 
who are ill. That is the way we plan 
to do it in the future.

Markings and Beacons 
Hazards on Alrways.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—The Ra- 
Gio Corporation -of America will 
place warning beacons on the trans- 
mitting station towers of WJZ and 
WII, near Hadley Field, N. J., East- 
ern terminus of the Transcontinental 
Air Mail Line, the corporation in- 
formed the Department of Com- 

‘merce today. 

The two nests of steel] masts have 
been considered a hazard to aviators, 
especially night air mail pilots on 
the Transcontinental and New 
‘"York-Atlanta routes. Station WJZ, 
near Bound Brook, has towers 300 
feet high, and the towers of the 
transatlantic transmitting station 
‘rise to more than 400 feet. The two 
stattons hem in Hadley Field from 
the west and south, the towers of 
-WIJZ being within sight of the field 
and those of WII five miles away. 

The decision to light the towers is 
reported as the result of conferences 
between William P. McCracken Jr., 

‘Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
for Aeronautics, and Radio Corpora- 
tion officials. 

- Instructions for marking towers, 
:gmokestacks, transmission lines, 

wer lines and telephone poles in 
as immediate vicinity of an air- 
port, intermediate: field or airway 
and bridges and transmission lines 
crossing navigable waters which are 
used for airways, were made public 
today by the Commerce Department. 

They specified that towers not ex- 
e@eedin feet in height should be 
painted with alternate bands of 
white and chrome yellbw, separated 
by black bands half the width of the 
white and yellow bands, which 
ghould be one-seventh the height of 
the towers. 

Towers more than 250 feet in 
height are required to be painted 
with similar bands, the white and 
chrome yellow being 30 to 40 feet 
wide ret the black bands 15 to 20 
feet wide. As an alternative the de- 

artment will allow radio towers, 
ransmission lines and other hazards 
to be painted with alternate bands of 
black and chrome yellow, the width 
of the bands being one-fifth the 
height of the tower for towers under 
250 feet in height and 50 feet wide 
for towers more than 250 feet in 
height. The instructions called for a 
yellow band at the top. 

For night marking a‘red warning 

fent at the top of the obstruction, 
urning from dusk until daylight, 
was specified. For radio towers and 
ethers with a network of wires 
trung between them similar warning 
ghts mounted on diagonal corners 
Were ordered. 

Towers supporting transmission 
lines crossing navigable streams used 
as airways must be painted accord- 
fng to the requirements for radio 
towers, their tops marked by red 
warning lights, with additional lights 
at points one-third and two-thirds 

e distance above the base of the 

wers. 

The specifications for lighting 
bridges which are obstructions on 
airways call for 24inch revolving 
Deacons showing a red light mounted 
on the highest point of the structure, 
or an airway code beacon illuminated 
by two 200-candlepower lamps. In 
the case of bridges having several 
high spans or towers similar code 
lights are required on each span.

PAPERS ORGANIZE 
TO RUN OCEAN RADIO 


Press Wireless, Inc., Will Take 
Over Twenty Frequencies and 
Build Ten Stations. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Repre- 
sentatives of various newspapers | 
met here today and formed a cor- 
poration to be known as the Préss 
Wireless, Inc., to take over the} 
twenty transoceanic frequencies 
which were allocated to the press of 
the country by the Federal Radio 
Commission. 

The plan of organization was later 
submitted to the commission today 
and approved. Those voting for the 
organization were Commissioners 
Robinson, Sykes and ‘Starbuck. 
Judge Robinson, who is not in the 
city, gave his approval by long dis- 
tance telephone from Grafton, W. 
Va. Commissioners Saltzman and 
LaFount could not be reached by 
telephone. 

The new organization, which will 
have its headquarters in Chicago, 
was incorporated under the laws of 
Delaware. Its capital stock will be 
$1,006,000, of which $116,000 has been 
paid in. No one paper will be al- 
lowed to buy more than $25,000 
worth of stock and none will be 
allowed to buy less than $1,000 
worth: The organization plans to 
allow thirty days for as many papers 
as desire to buy stock. 

At a meeting of the board of di- 
rectors today Joseph Pierson of The 
Chicago Tribune was elected presi-| 
dent, R. R. Harrison of The Chris- | 
tian Science Monitor, vice president; 
William S. Hedges of The Chicago 
Daily News, secretary, and John T. 
Gallagher of The Los Angeles Times, 
treasurer. Mr. Pierson -is chairman 
of the American Publishers’ Commit- 
tee. The executive committee con- 
sists of the president, vice president 
and secretary. The board of di- 
rectors consists of the officers and 
Volney D. Hurd, also of The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor.

WOULD WIN BACK 2,000,000 





Number of “Lost”? Lutherans Here 
Is Appalling, Dr. Trexler Says 
at Committee Meeting. 





The home mission committee uf 
the newly formed United Lutheran 
Synod of New York voted yester- 
day to place four salaried missionary 
superintendents in different parts of 
its terrHory to bring back former 
church members. The committee 
had been informed that more than 
2,000,600 of the 10,000,000 unchurched 
persons in the territory are of Lu- 
theran connection, 

This was the first meeting of the 
committee. It was held in the Lu- 
theran Church House, 39 East Thir- 
ty-fifth Street. The Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Trexler, president of the synod, who 
had appointed the committee last 
week, presided. 

Dr. Trexler called upon the Rev. 
Dr. George I. Kieffer, statistician of 
the United Lutheran Church in 
America, to present the result of a 
survey he had been commissioned to 
make, 


“In the territory covered by the 
new United Lutheran Synod of New 
York some _ 23,000,000 persons re- 
side,"* said Dr. Kieffer. ‘‘Of these 
about 13,000,000 are in the Church, 
and about 10,000,000 are unchurched. 
Of these, between 2,000,000 and 
3,000,000 have at one time been re- 
lated to the Lutheran Church.” 

After the meeting Dr. Trexler 
made this statement: 

“Staggered by these figures our 
committee voted to put immediately 
four missionary superintendents into 
the field. But as these will be en- 
tirely unable to cope with the great 
territory to be covered the commit- 
tee voted to create a department of 
education through which these ap- 
palling facts will be placed before 
every one of the_almost 250,000 
Lutherans who ar in the 410 
churches which compose the new 
synod. 

“These figures have brought the 
conviction to our synod that no part 
of the Lutheran Church has’ the re- 
sponsiMlity or opportunity which is 
offered to the United Lutheran 
Synod of New York. So today we 
set machinery into motion which 
will inform our active Lutherans of 
the duty of our synod to win back 
every Lutheran who has strayed.”’

WOMAN IS ARRAIGNED 
IN $5,000 BANK THEFT 


Former Bookkeeper‘ in Farmers 
Loan Charged With Taking Fands 
Throagh False Checks. 








Mrs. Edna M. Beekman, 26 years 
old, of 127-20 102d Street, Richmond 
Hilll, Queens, pleaded not guilty but 
waived examination when she was 
arraigned yesterday before Magis- 
trate Dreyer in the Tombs Court on 
a grand larceny charge. She is ac- 
cused of having stolen $5,000 from 
the Farmers Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, where she was employed as & 
bookkeeper, last January, April and 
May, before the bank was absorbed 
by the City Bank Farmers Trust 
Company. 

Harold A. Dwyer, an assistant 
cashier of the merged bank, ap- 
peared as complainant on the charge 
of the specific theft of $2,500 from 
the former bank on Jan. 21, but it 
was alleged that accountants recent- 
ly had uncovered shortages of $1,200 
on April 24 and $1,300 on May 24 
which had been traced to the woman. 

Mrs. Beekman was arrested at her 
home last Monday night by detec- 
tives from the Old Slip station, and 
when she was arraigned yesterday 
morning her parents and her hus- 
band, who is a part-time “fare col- 
lector on the Long Island Railroad, 
were in court. 

It was charged that the woman 
made out her first check on the for- 
mer bank for the $2,500, endorsed it 
with the name ‘‘Catherine Barrett,’’ 
and deposited it in an account she 
opened with the National City Bank. 
She made withdrawals against this 
money, it was alleged, until it was 
almost gone, and then made out the 
other two checks under similar con- 
ditions. 

She left the employ of the bank 
soon after she put through the third 
check. In each instance, it was 
charged, she juggled her books to 
conceal the theft and destroyed the 
canceled check on its return to her 
desk.

SCHOOL NEEDS COMPUTED. 


$1,290,000 Asked for Books in 1930 
—$400,000 Saving on Coal. 


Estimates of the cost of school 
supplies during 1930 were prepared 
yesterday by the budget committée 
of the Board of Education. The 
appropriation of $1,290,000 for the 
purchase of textbooks and other sup- 
plies was repeated for the coming 
year.

Economic Conditions. 











Automobile Also Aids in Fighting 
Disease, He Tells College Women 
- In Social: Work, 








Prohibition, by improving economic 
conditions, is helping to reduce the 
mortality rate of tuberculosis, Dr. 
H. A. Pattison, supervisor of the 
medical social service of the National 
Tuberculosis Association, said yester- 
day in addressing the thirteen young 
college women who are studying so- 
cial conditions in the Charity Organi- 
zation Society’s annual junior month. 
The educational campaign against 
tuberculosis and the economic pros- 
perity of the country, which makes 
possible the application of this pro- 
gram, are primarily responsible for 
the reduction of the death rate from 
this disease, he declared. 


The disease took an annual toll of 
202 of every 100,000 of the population 
twenty-five years ago and this mere 
has been reduced to 87, he said. o- 
hibition’s part in the reduction of 
the death rate, he asserted, has come 
not so much from the reduction in 
drinking as from the reduction in 
the amount of money spent for in- 
toxicants. 

The money in the Jarger pay en- 
velope that has resulted from our 
prosperity is being spent for good 
clothes, better food, better housing 
and the automobile, which is reduc- 
ing the tuberculosis death rate by 
taking hundreds of thousands out 
ph the fresh air of the country, he 
said. . 

Miss Gordon Hamilton, instructor 
at the New York School:of Social 
Work, told the young women of the 
problems of medical social work. 

‘‘The tendency in medicine is grou 
medicine, with a number of physi- 
cians working together,’’ she said. 
“The same is true in social work, 
but here the problem is a little more 
complex and we are not quite so far 
along.’’ : 

In the afternoon the college women 
visited the Medical Centre at 168th 
Street and Broadway. Miss Katherine 
Crothers, head of the social service 
department of the Sloane Hospital 
for Women, told how this institution, 
with nearly 1,600 applications a year 
for maternity service, coordinates its 
medical and social care for all ward 
patients. Every patient is examined 
by a member of the social: service 
Gepartment on registering, and assis- 
tance is given to the family when- 
ever it is needed, she said:

Uncertain Movement of Stocks,

Persistence of the call-money rate 
at 9 per cent yesterday had the ef- 
fect of causing much irregularity on 
the stock market, with declines pre- 
dominating but with the day’s 
changes not as a rule important. 
Sterling held the advanced ground 
gained in Monday’s market, closing 
only a trifle under that day’s best 
prices. Neither the money market 
nor the foreign exchange market 
gave any clue to the movement of 
rates hereafter. 

The money rate will doubtless re- 
lax in response to the usual inflow of 
funds from outside lenders at the 
high prevailing rate; but the market 
has already shown its. sensitiveness 
to all influences making momenta- 
rily for an enlarged demand or a ai- 
minished available supply. In the 
highly technical and polemical con- 
troversy over the Federal Reserve’s 
attitude toward the money market, 
Wall Street’s attention has been di- 
verted from the familiar influence of 
an increase or decrease in the stock 
market’s speculative activity. On 
other occasions of the kind when 
high money rates prevailed, this has 
always been the paramount consid- 
eration in Wall Street’s view. The 
present halt in‘the general bidding- 
up of stocks should have its effect in 
an easier demand-loan rate. To what 
extent the exceptional trade activity 
of the period as against the usual 
relaxation of midsummer is itself an 
influence on the money market, is 
purely a matter of conjecture. 

Taken as a whole, the stock market 
rose in the early trading, declined 
sharply in the early afternoon and 
recovered about half of the decline.

MELLON-KOPPERS 
PLAN BIG GAS CHAIN 


System on Eastern Seaboard to 
Rival in Scope the Morgan 
Power Merger. 








$25,000,000 BOND ISSUE 





Proceeds Will Be Used to Acquire 
Further Holdings in Gas and 
Coke Associates, 





Plans for the completion of a chain 
of huge gas-producing centres along 
the Eastern seaboard by the Mellon- 
Koppers interests, rivaling in the gas 
field the electric superpower system 
that is being formed by the Morgan 
and affiliated interests, were re- 
vealed yesterday in the announce- 
ment of an offering today of $25,- 
000,000 Koppers Gas and Coke Com- 
pany 5% per cent bonds by a group 
headed by the Union Trust Company 
of Pittsburgh, one of the Mellon 
banks. : 

The proceeds of the offering, 1 
was announced, will be used to ae- 
quire a further investment of $21,- 
000,000 in the 6 per cent preferred 
stock and a minority interest in the 
common stock of the Eastern Gas 
and Coke Associates. This is a vol- 
untary association recently organ- 
ized in Massachusetts to own all the 
stocks of the Connecticut Coke Com- 


pany of New Haven and the Phila- 
delphia Coke Company, and the ma- 
jority’ of ‘the common stock of the 
Massachusetts Gas Companies. 

The Koppers interests also organ- 
ized some months ago the Brooklyn 
Coke and By-Products Corporation, 
which has an application pending be- 
fore the Public Service Commission 
of New: York to acquire for about 
$17,000,000 the by-product coke plant 
now being built by the Brooklyn 
Union Gas Company with Koppers 
equipment. 


Plans for the Boston Area, 


Although Koppers interests own a 
majority of the common stock of the 
Massachusetts Gas Companies, they 
own only about 26.6 per cent of the 
total voting stock outstanding. 
Massachusetts Gas Companies is 
planning to build a battery of coke 
ovens on its own behalf, but utility 
circles view the possibility of the 
Koppers group undertaking the con- 
struction of this or of an indepen- 
dent plant in the Boston area. The 
Koppers interests also control 23.5 
per cent of the stock of the Brook- 
lyn Union Gas Company and own 
outright the Brooklyn Borough Gas 
Company. 

Upon maturity of the reported 
plans of the Mellon-Koppers group 
for an Atlantic seaboard gas system, 
there will be a chain of modern eco- 
nomical by-product coke plants pro- 
ducing manufactured gas as well as 
marketable chemicals, taking in all 
the principal industrial areas of the 
East. These plants will be at Phila- 
delphia, Jersey City, Brooklyn, New 
Haven and Boston. Extensive areas 
inland will be supplied with gas 
through pipe lines, and at several 
points a network of distribution has 
already been created. Gas from the 
New aven plant, for instance, is 
being sold in Massachusetts. Com- 
petition is being launched at several 
points in the same territory by nat- 
ural gas and other groups. 


Bonds to Mature in 1950. 
The present financing consists of 
$25,000,000 Koppers Gas and Coke 
Company sinking fund 5% per cent 
debenture gold bonds priced at 99, 
dated July 1, 1929, and maturing 





July 1, 1950. The bonds will yield 
5.558 per cent, will be free of the 
Pennsylvania 4 mill tax and will be 
subject to redemption at the option 
of the company as a whole or in 
part on any interest date, upon four 
weeks’ notice, at 103% and accrued 
interest. An annual sinking fund of 
$1,000,0 commencing on Nov. 1, 
193), will pnovide for redemptions. 
The Union Trust Company of Pitts- 
burgh is trustee. 

President W. F. Rust said yester- 


day: 

“The Koppers Gas and Coke @om- 
pany is a holding company engaged 
through its wholly owned operating 
subsidiaries, Seaboard By-Product 
Coke Company of Jersey City and 
Minnesota By-Product Coke Com- 
pany of St. Paul, in the manufacture 
of by-product gas and coke. 

“A half interest 1s also owned in 
the Montreal Coke and Manufactur- 
ing Company and in the Hamilton 
Coke and Iron Company of Hamil- 
ton, Ohio. The by-product coke 





plants sell their output of gas, under 
favorable contracts, to public utility 


compani*s. The production of coke 
is sold in part to utilities for the 
manufacture of gas, in part to indus- 
tries for metallurgical uses and in 
art to domestic consumers as a 
igh-grade smokeless furnace fuel. 
The iron produced by the Hamilton 
Coke and Iron Company. is sold for 
the most under long-term con- 
tract to the American Rolling Mill 
Company. .

“The American Tar Products Com- 
pany, a recently acquired, wholly 
owned subsidiary, is engaged in the 
distillation of coal tar and the pro- 
duction and sale of resultant by- 
products, consisting largely of road 
surfacing and roofing materials and 
creosote oils. The properties of all 
subsidiaries are carried on the books 


of the company at their original cost 
less accumulated depreciation and 
other reserves, with no allowance of 
good-will or going-concern value.”’

The third piece. of short term fi- 
nancing this year on the part of

654 NEW STRUCTURES 
PLANNED IN HALF YEAR 


Manhattan Projects Estimated to 
Cost $419,761,400, More Than | 
Double the Total a Year Ago. 





Plans of 654 new buildings to cost | 
$419,761,400 were filed in Manhattan | 
in the first half of this year, as com- | 
pared with 671 structures to cost | 
$199,440,880 projected in the same. 
period of 1928, according to a report | 
yesterday by Charles Brady, super- | 
intendent of the Bureau of Buildings. 
This year’s total shows a loss of sev- | 
enteen in number of buildings but | 
a gain of $220,320,520 in estimated | 
costs. Filings during both periods | 
were accelerated by proposed changes | 
in housing regulations. 

Applications for approval of altera- | 
tions to 1,453 old buildings at a cost | 
of $27,681,521 were filed the last half | 
year, as against 1,584, costing $23,-| 
712,297, in the same period last year, 
showing a loss of 131 in number of | 
buildings, but a gain of $23,712,297 in | 
money involved. | 

The report shows that plans of 203 | 
new buildings were filed last June, |

WILL MEET BREMEN 


Passengers in New Liner to 
Manhattan Terminals. 


SHIP IS READY TO SAIL 


Mail Plane to Be Launched From 
Deck 300 Miles at Sea, Will 
Beat Boat by 7 Hours. 


The ‘North German Lloyd Line will 
expand ‘its bus system between its 
pier at Fifty-eighth Street, Brook- 
lyn, and railroad terminals in Man- 
hattan, to conform in size to the 
demand that will .develop when the 
new 46,000 ton liner Bremen reaches 
here July 22 on her maiden trip. 
Hans Schuengel, general passenger 
manager of the line, said yesterday 
he expected the problem of getting 
passengers to Manhattan would be 
relatively. simple. 

The line now operates five buses 
to accommodate passengers arriv- 
ing at the Brooklyn pier on the liner 
Columbus, which carries 1,600 pas- 
sengers, and the service is satisfac- 
tory. He said he did not believe the 
Bremen maximum of 2,200 passen- 
gers would be any more difficult to 
handle. The line will be prepared, 
he said, to add to its fleet of buses 
on the arrival of the Bremen and 
will expand the service as later trips 
of the Bremen and the Europa, 
which will sail next April, increase 
demand. -4 

Mr. Schuengel said he reached the 
Brooklyn pier from his office in 
downtown New York in about 
twenty-five minutes and considered 
it more accessible than the Hoboken 
piers. Most of the passengers on 
the North German Lloyd ships arriv- 
ing in Brooklyn ’come to Manhattan 
on the B. M. T., in taxicabs or in 
the automobiles: of friends who meet 
. them at the pier. Observers of 
transit problems had expressed fear 
. that the big new ship, forced to dock 

in Brooklyn for lack of a North 
_ River pier, would afford its owners 

a difficult’ problem. Mr. Schuengel 
, B8aid the five buses which carry 
about 150 passengers are never 
crowded and he predicted that a few 

more buses would clear up the 
problem of the Bremen’s passengers. 

It was also’ announced yesterday 
that the seaplane which will be 
carried by. the, Bremen will leave the 
ship with mail about 4A. M. July 22, 
about 300 miles off shore and arrive 

at the pier about 7 A. M.. The 

Bremen is expected to dock shortly 
after 2 P. M. The seaplane will be 
catapulted from the ship by a com- 
pressed air apparatus recently per- 
fected in Germany, and in later trips 
it will leave the ship about 600 miles 
‘ from land. It will be used later to 
carry passengers. 

Information received at the New 
York offices of the line indicated 
that the ship is practically ready to 
leave Bremen July 16 and Cherbourg 
and Southampton the next day. She 
recently went to Bremerhaven for 
pain | touches and to Southam 
ton for the painting of her hull... On. 
her sea trial last week she developed 
28.5 knots, which was beyond the ex- 
pectations of her owners. Plans for 
the reception that will attend the 
arrival of the ship at Brooklyn are | 
being. held. in abeyance pending 
further information from abroad. 


PLANS EXPANSION
